Defeat of RTA wouldn't kill mass transit for area

The Regional Transportation Authority 


referendum could be voted down on 
March 18 without 
jeopardizing mass 


transportation in the Chicago area for 
ever, according to provisions in the bill. 


Even if the referendum is defeated, the 


RTA bill still exists as law enacted by 
the Illinois General Assembly, according 
to 
Stale Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights. His theory weakens 
charges of RTA proponents who have 
said the present bill must be passed or 
the legislature will not come up with an- 
other one for several years. Some bus or 
commuter train lines might be out of 
business by then, the proponents say. 


As specified in the bill, the RTA cannot 


be established until there Is a favorable 


vote in a referendum in the six-county 
area, but Schlickman said that does not 
mean the bill itself dies with the unsuc- 
cessful referendum. 


Senate Bill 27 can be amended, instead 


of drawing up a new bill and going 
through the pains of setting up the com- 
promises that went into the present legis- 
lation. 
Amendments would requie a 


simple majority 
in the 
legislature, 


whereas a new bill would require 60 per 
cent support, as Senate Bill 27 did. 


GEORGE RANNEY JR., chairman of 


the RTA Citizens Committee for Better 
Transportation, the major organization 
supporting passage of the March 19 ref- 
erendum, said the theory is apparently 
true, but it doesn't affect most of the 
points of the-present bill. 


Ranney said Schlickman apparently is 


indicating that he can now work with the. 
present bill, but Schlickman said he has 
never said he couldn't. 


Amendments that Schlickman deems 


necessary to offer residents a bettgr ref- 
erendum, probably for the _ November 
election, include: 


• Giving representation to every coun- 


ty in the region, regardless of one-man, 
one-vote mathematics, 


• Carefully defining and limiting the 


powers of the board. 


• Tightening the planning 
section 


(Schlickman would like specific direc- 


tions that the RTA would comply with 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com: 
mission master plan). 


• Eliminating the opportunity of an 


appointed board to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds in private sale. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID getting the simple 


majority for approval Of amendments 
will be easier in the spring session be- 
cause the original supporters plus about 
15 of those who voted against it, should 
all be in favor by then. "Daley, the legis- 
lative leaders and the governor will have 
to compromise with the rest of the legis- 
lature," he said. He expects downstate 
support to continue because appropria- 
tions of the $200 million in highway bonds 


promised in return for RTA votes have 
to be approved again by the legislature. 


Theoretically, amendments could be 


made to any part of the RTA bill, in- 
cluding elimination of a referendum in 
the six counties, but Schlickman said he 
doub .v' ±at would happen. If defeated 
oho' 
• .egislature would be reluctant 


to pass something without another refer- 
endum included, he said. 


Some of the issues Schlickman would 


like to see resolved through amendments 
might spark just as much controversy. 
For example, proponents of the bill have 
repeatedly argued that the representa- 
tion on the board is fair under one-man, 
one-vote principles.

The license holders requested the 
meeting after Trustee Ai Lang began 
canvassing residents at village board ac- 
countability sessions on whether to in- 
crease the number of'liquor licenses. 


The liquor license holders said that any 


Increase in the number of licences would 
severely hurt their businesses, which are 
already suffering from the effects of the 
fuel shortage. 


Lorraine Kristof. of Kristof's Wheeling 


Manor, said that the volume of business 
has decreased in the past year, She said 
business is very slow from Monday to 
Thursday, but operating expenses have 
not decreased. 


Mrs. Kristof suggested that the village 


wait another two years before Increasing 
the liquor licenses. She said at that time 


village growth north on Milwaukee Ave- 
nue might justify an expansion of liquor 
licenses. 


SEVERN LIQUOR license holders said 


a beer-and-wine license requested by lo- 
cal grocery stores would cause consid- 
erable problems with the 19-year-olds. 


Mark Amove of Mark Drugs said 


many of the restaurants and stores re- 
questing beer-and-wine licenses do not 
have adequate personnel to properly 
check identification. He said many towns 
with beer-and-wine licenses for grocery 
stores have had difficulty with young, in- 
experienced check-out clerks. 


Amove also said'an increase in liquor 


licenses might have an adverse effect on 
the community. He said the present sys- 
tem encourages people to improve their 
facilities in order to get a liquor license, 
thus upgrading the communiity.

Park, village boards 
weigh retention basins 


Monthly meetings are being scheduled 


between the Wheeling Park District 
members and village board members to 
coordinate construction programs in- 
volving village retention basins. 


The park board is planning to begin 


from the $700,000 referendum approved 
programs to be financed with funds 
fromhthe $700.000 referendum approved 
in December. 1972. Before starting con- 
struction, however, park board members 
want to be sure that their projects will 
not conflict with village plans for Im- 
proving the retention basins. 


Park Board Pres. Bob Ross said he is 


most concerned about the village's plans 
for widening the wheeling Drainage 
Ditch and improving the Heritage Park 
retention basin. 


Ross noted the extensive improve- 


ments planned by the park district for 
Heritage Park. Included are four tennis 
courts, grading of the ball diamonds, in- 
stallation of a roadway and construction 
of a garage. He said the park district is 
afraid that if it improves the park, the 
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village may then decide to make changes 
that would jeopardize these improve- 
ments. 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM HEIN said he 


could not give the park district a time- 
table on the Heritage Park basin. He 
said the village is negotiating with the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District for funds 
to improve the basin. 


According to Hein, the MSD is waiting 


for'other flood control programs to be 
completed before deciding what improve- 
ments are needed for the Heritage Park 
basin. For example, he said plans for 
replacing the Jeffery Avenue bridge are 
now being finalized, with bids scheduled 
to be let at the end of May. 


"I think you have to be -a little 


cautious," Hein said. "Let's see what the 
bridge will do. What I'm asking you to do 
is take some time." 


PARK BOARD MEMBERS, however, 


said they could not wait to begin their 
improvements. "We can't wait because 
the people can't wait," said Coinr. Lor-

Unspoiled prairie awaits spring 


'Friends' hope to preserve living memorial to history

It doesn't look like much right now. 


The winds of winter have roared 
across the 30-acre patch of ground 
southwest of the Northwest Highway- 
S-curve leaving a dormant field. 


But as the weather warms, the na- 


tive grasses and flowers will begin to 
bloom, the dull brown deadness of 
winter will depart and a life will re- 
turn. 


Amidst the warehouses, railroad 


tracks and hub-bub of urbanized Des 
Plaines exists this anonymous tract 
which may be one of the few virgin 
prairies left in the state. 


Experts believe the land was never 


developed or even used extensively 
for grazing. It has not felt the cold 
steel 
shudder 
of 
a 
plowshare 


for at least 100 years. But during the 
past year, the prairie's owner, the • 
Chicago and North. Western Ry. has 
been 'using the area • as a .dumping 
ground, possibly not recognizing the 
uniqueness-of the land. 


THE 'PRAIRIE has some friends 


— some who marvel at the natural 
phenomena and the bountiful bo- 
nanza of wild plants and grasses, and 
others who are satisfied to stroll 
along picking the wild strawberries 
and asparagus that abounds. 


There are youngsters content to 


trail along behind 
their 
parents 


speaking words of amazement as a 
pheasant pops from behind a clump 
of tall grass and scurries away. 


There are also more scientifically- 


minded adults who find enjoyment in 
finding a new species of plant out 
there. 


Some fear the continued dumping 


might end all this. They worry that 


' the slice of Illinois natural history 


could be lost to future generations. 


At least 
two of the prairie's 


friends, Roger Matteson and James 
Androff, two neighbors from Orchard 
Court, have renewed hopes of saving 
the land for the future. They have 
worked for the past eight years to 
obtain official recognition and a 
pledge of preservation for the land. 


While. some state agencies who 


deal with conservation and open 
space believe the tract is unique, 
they-also note some problems in de- 
veloping a comprehensive program. 


THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists. 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of steel and 
junk started about a1 year ago, some 
of the prairie's friends thought the 


/ end was near. 


"I'd just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
droff, professor of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola. 
. 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought to the effort to save the 
prairie. Androff will meet with mem 
bers of the Des Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and its preservation as part of the 
city's celebration of the nation's 
200th birthday. 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lems of accessibility can be worked 
out. So does Wayne Schimpff, direc- 
tor of environmental education for 


' the Open Lands Project. 


Schimpff indicated that the prairie 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreation for local residents. 


It is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Schimpff describe 
the land. 


What might look like a parcel of 


untended weeds which would not 
even make a good ball field, actually 
contains much history. 


ILLINOIS, AS it's nickname re- 


veals once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 


When the Open Lanas Project, a 


non-governmental,, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, surveys showed there were 
only a' few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the' whole state. 


Public support has grown, most no- 


tably to save the Peacock Prairie in 
Glenview, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton .Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 
• 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 


"We might be able to fence it off to 


protect and set up educational sta- 
tions so that people could learn a 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several different 
types of prairie land. There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there. 


"It is just beautiful because there 


is something different there every 
few weeks," he said. 


"The place is a virtual garden of 


wild flowers: and plants in the spring 
and summer and the wild fruit and 
vegetables that grow there are beau- 
tiful" he said. 


"We have been trained to like 


manicured lawns and parks, but 
there is nothing more aesthetic than 
a prairie," Androff added. 


But the land might vanish below 


loads of trash. 


R. B. TAYLOR, general sales man- 


ager of the C & N.W. real estate divi- 
sion, said he could see problems with 
allowing people to wander through 
'the area. 


"We have a lot of railroad oper- 


ations, in addition to the power lines 
that run above the property," he 
said. 
However, he did not completely 
rule out the possibility of preserving 
the prairie. 


"We are always willing to talk, we 


have worked with other groups .on 
projects .such as this in the past," he 
said. 


The problems that surround the 


possibility of keeping this slice of Illi- 
nois .history open to the future gener- 
ations might be too great. 


Androff and Matteson believe it 


can be accomplished if the public be- 
comes interested. 


"It would be sad to lose this land, 


there is too much beauty," Androff 
remarked while looking through a 
slide taken some- years ago of the 
land in full bloom. 


"It would be sad."

Indict six more in Watergate case

Six persons were indicted by a federal 


Watergate grand jury Thursday, in- 
cluding former presidential aides John 
Ehrlichman and. Charles Cofcon for the 
second time in a week. 


The grand jury, separate .from the one 


that indicted seven men last Friday in- 
dicted the six for conspiracy in the White 
House "plumbers" break-in at the office 
of Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 


The action came while the chairman of 


the House Judiciary Committee accused 
President Nixon of withholding pertinent 
evidence from the committee's impeach- 
ment inquiry. 


In the new indictments, Ehrlichman, 


former Nixon domestic adviser, also was 
charged on four counts of lying to the 
FBI and the grand jury about the break- 
in at the Los Angeles office of Dr. Lewis 
Fielding in September, 1971. 


1 Besides Ehrlichman and Colson,. the 
new indictments named three of the orig- 
inal conspirators in the June, 1972, Wa- 
tergate break-in — G. Gordon Liddy, Ber- 
nard Barker and Eugeriio Martinez — as 
well as Felipe DeDiego of Miami. 


Martinez had^een released from a fed- 


eral prison in Florida only hours before,

Virgilio 
Gonzalez, 
after 


serving terms for helping carry out the 


Watergate bugging. Liddy is still in pris- 
on for his part.. 


The new indictments were received by 


U.S. District Judge John Sirica, who did 
net set a date for arraignment.

state charges of burglary and conspiracy 
in connection with the break-in of Field- 
ing's office.

Hike gas supply, eye Sunday sales 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Federal 


Energy Office Thursday granted all 50 
states an Increase in gasoline supplies 
for the remainder of this month; and 
some will get even more than in March 
of last year. 


Energy officials said the new alloca- 


tions were adjusted to guarantee that no 
state,receives less than 85 per cent of the 
motor fuel sold there during the 1972 
base period. 


In a further move to bring equality to 


the system, now that supplies are on the 
rise, the energy office said it will adjust 
April allocations so that no state gets 
more than 95 per cent of its base-period 
consumption. The eventual goal is to as- 
sure that no state varies more than 5 per 
cent from the national average. 


Energy Director William E. Simon' 


said the national average for March 
would be 89 per cent of base-period use, 
whereas the February average was 83 
per cent. 


He said he would continue to make • 


emergency "injections" of gasoline to 
the hardest-hit states, as he did last 
month, should that become necessary. 
But he said he believed "what we have 
done today will take care of gasoline 
problems." 


Simon also said he was considering 


withdrawal of his request that service 
stations close on Sundays, .now that the 
tourist season is coming on and refi- 
neries are shifting increasingly 
from 


heating oil production to gasoline. 


Meanwhile, the Chicago Motor Club 


said Thursday the price of gasoline 
jumped an average of four cents this 
week in Illinois. The price of regular gas 
jumped from an average of 52.1 cents a 
gallon in Chicago and suburbs last week 
to 55.6 cents this week. The price of pre- 


mium went from an average of 55.5 cents 
to 59.5 cents. 


The club said-more stations are allow- 


ing unlimited purchases and are staying 
open longer than at any time so far this 
year in the Chicago area.

• The Senate rejected repeal of year- 


rouind daylight saving time after being 
urged to wait until its impact on energy 


conservation and child safety can be 
fully determined. 


• President Nixon won a pair of tenta- 


tive victories in the House Thursday over 
crude oil price levels and a "windfall 
profits" tax against the oil industry. The 
House reversed itself and voted to kill a 
proposed mandatory rollback in domestic 
crude oil prices, and the House Ways and 
Means Committee "approved in principle 


a temporary five-year windfall profits 
tax on crude oil prices.

The Monitor, which fought the Con- 


federate ironclad Merrimac to a draw at 
Hampton Roads, Va., was located in 220 
feet of water just at the edge of the gulf- 
stream. 


This area is known to mariners as the 


graveyard of the Atlantic' because hun- 
dreds of ships have sunk in its trea- 
cherous waters.

Wholesale prices 
rise slightly 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The worst 


wholesale price inflation in nearly 30 
years slowed down last month, but re- 
mained far above normal as big increas- 
es for food, fuels and metals pushed 
prices up 1.5 per cent, the government 
said Thursday. 


It was the smallest increase in the 


wholesale price index in four months and 
less than half the 3,5 per cent jump in 
January, which was exceeded since 1946 
only by the 5.8 per cent increase last Au- 
gust. But February's rise still, was at an 
annual rate of 18 per cent. 


The higher wholesale prices will lead 


to still higher .retail prices, putting addi- 
tional pressure on consumers already 
being hit by a nearly 10 per cent annual 
rate of retail price inflation. ' 


Meanwhile, Agriculture Secretary Earl 


L. Butz urged supermarkets to cut retail 
beef prices 'by reducing then* record prof- 
it margins. A supermarket spokesman 
predicted prices will drop "in the next 
week or so."

FROM BOTH SIDES of the sexual 


fence, most bar patrons say they like the 
idea of ladies' nights. Men believe it 
evens out the crowd by adding more 
women to the traditionally man-heavy 
scene. And women, of course, like the 
free booze. 


"The men probably drink enough to 


make up for the girls' free drinks. I like 
the system," said 19-year-old Janet An- 
derson as she and her girlfriend sipped 
on free beers at Haymaker's in Palatine, 


Another Haymaker's patron, Karen 


Rowbottom, chimed In, "I'm not really 
into thto Women's Lib thing, I think It is 
nice." 


It was still early in the evening at Hay- 


maker's, and girls outnumbered guys 
during the free-drink period of 8 to 9:30 
p.m. Tuesday, Later, the rooms would 
grow crowded as a band hammered Its 
beat Into the smoky air. But for now, the 
bar was nearly empty, with only clusters 
of men and women eyeing each other, 
waiting for somebody to make a move. 


In the meantime, some of the guys 


were rehashing the pros and cons of the 
ladles' night policy while wetting their 
throats with beer they had paid for them- 
selves. 


TOM KIDD, who said he had made the 


rounds of bars In the suburbs, said the 
ruling seemed reasonable. 


"In a singles bar, it's only fair, be-

"If you can get some 
objective feedback on what you have 
done, it either reinforces what you are 
doing or it Offers constructive criticism." 


SACKETT SAID the group is working 


"beautifully. I'm just thrilled to death 
with It." He said, the members are not 
afraid to voice their opinions. 


"We're not taking any actions because 


it's not that kind of committee yet," 
Sackett said. He noted that the group 
was given no guarantee that the park 
board would adhere to any of their sug- 
gestions, but he said, "I think we would 
be very remiss not to listen'to them," 


The six-member committee, composed 


of two men and four women, was chosen 
to represent all areas of the district. 
"There Is someone from every one of our 
areas," Sackett said. "It was also based 
on Intangibles like kids in the programs 
and interest in the programs." 


identify their own weaknesses and work 
on developing more mature behavior. 


"We're not only interested in academ- 


ic, but social and emotional development 
as well," said Larry Schafer, assistant 
principal. "We want students to feel good 
about themselves and feel that they can 
be successful in school." 


IN IMPLEMENTING the IGM pro- 


gram, students were given a self-assess- 
ment checklist evaluating their school 
behavior. 


The list includes such items as: 
• I listen to the teacher. 
• I help my classmates. 
• I listen to the ideas of others. 
• I take care of the school's books, 


desks and other things. ' 


After compiling the results of the pupil 


assessments of how well they demon- 
strate such behaviors, teachers did their 
own evaluations on each student. The 
students were then divided up into 
groups for discussion. 


"I think our children have gotten so 


much out of it," said Mary Foley, sixth 
grade teacher. "We took the time to al- 
low each child to look into himself and 
for some, it was a first," 


A lot of truth came out in the student 


group discussions, Mrs. Foley said, as 
students challenged each other on their 
evaluations of themselves. 


"The process made some people do 


some introspection for the first time and 
realize why they aren't liked," she said. 


FIFTH-GRADE teacher Keith Sablno 


said he's already seeing positive changes 
in the behavior of some students as a 
result of the IGM program. 


"I'm noticing an Improvement," he 


said. "I can stop a child and ask 'him 
what goal he's working on and he'll tell 
me. The children have been real, real 
open and they seem to feel that they can 
be honest." 


Sabino and Principal'Ron Warwick feel 


the program is also benefiting teachers. 


"All the questions the teachers afe 


asking the kids, they're asking them- 
selves," Sabino said. 


"The big thing is that in a 'building like 


this where you have fourth through 
eighth grade students and all the teach- 
ers, everyone has to be aware of the kind 
of example they're setting for each oth- 
er," Warwick added., "That's really'the 
thrust of this whole program." 


One of the Wheeling Police Depart- 


ment's new squad cars is already in use 
and the remaining five are expected to 
be in service by the end of next week. 


Five of the six Dodge squad cars have 


already been delivered. The last one is to 
be delivered Monday, according to Po- 
lice Lt. Thomas Conte, The cars are the 
same gold color as were the old cars. 


Conte added that the new vehicles are 


particularly welcomed because more 
than the normal year's wait had passed 
between purchasing new vehiclesv He 
said the old cars had been subject to nu- 
merous breakdowns recently, including 
one day in which three squad cars were 
out of commission at the same time. 


Police cars normally are good for po- 


lice work for about a year's time or 
50,000 miles. Conte said a police car is 
subject to a lot of wear and tear because 
of its constant use. 


THE NEW CARS merely replace old 


ones and do not increase the number of 
police vehicles available, for patrol. How- 
ever, ,Conte said it is likely a seventh 
Vehicle will be sought in the upcoming 
village budget, as current plans call for 
the addition of new policemen in the 
coming months. 


The reason only one of the five al- 


ready-delivered squad cars is in use is 
that it takes time to fit the cars with 
specialized police equipment. That job is 
left to the village mechanics. 


Dennis Mikosz, village mechanic, yes- 


terday said that outfitting the new police 
cars is a challenge "Every time you 
have new cars you have problems," he 
said. "But it's just normal wear and tear 
on the mechanic's mind." 


Mostly, the mechanic has to figure out 


the right hookups for the equipment and 
where pieces of equipment, such as the 
police rifle, can fit. He said this time he 
has had "no more (problems) than nor-

Passolt said the 
village can try to seed the basins, but did 
not promise that this would solve the 
drainage problem.

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It's Purim. ..joyous Jemsh holiday

Purim — a joyous, though minor holi- 


day for Jews around the world. 


It's a time for noisemakers, carnivals, 


special foods, costume parades and festi- 
vals. And it's a time for Jews to look at 
their enemies ~ past and present — and 
shout a resounding "so there." 


Last night and this morning, members 


of synagogues across the country listen- 
ed to the reading of the Megillah, the 
Book of Esther, which recounts how their 
ancestors overcame the anti-Semetic 
prime minister of Persia who tried to 
annihilate their race. 


The story tells of Hainan, the prime . 


minister, who planned to wipe out the 
Jewish population of Persia because of 
their beliefs, and who has been cast as 
the prototype of all persecutors of Jewish 
people. Th« story, according to Rabbi 
Jay Karzan of Maine Township Jewish 
Congregation of Des Plalnes, marks the 
first serious anti-Semetic event in his- 
tory. 


Haman drew lots, "Purim," to deter- 


mine the date on which the Jews were to 
be exterminated. Haman was toppled 
and his plot destroyed through the efforts 
of Esther, the wife of the King of Persia 
and herself a Jew, and Rabbi Mordecai, 
Esther's cousin. 
,< 


PURIM. THE last holiday of the He- 


brew calendar year, is more than an an- 
cient tale of antl-Semetism. The Jews 
have turned the incident into a modern 
day message to the world. 


"From time immemorial Hamans have 


arisen to accomplish exactly the same 
purpose," said Rabbi Karzan. "All 
through history tyrants have 
risen 


against us only to fall in defeat while the 
Jew continues to survive. 


"Today, too. the happenings which oc- 


cur to leave the Jew victorious in his 
many encounters with extinction certain- 
ly are not coincidental. The hand of God 
is present at all times — leading us, 
guiding us against alt those who rise 
against us. We hope that someday the 
people of the world will learn the example 
of Purim and its significance," he said. 


PURIM IS observed as a huge joke. 


Children at Beth Tikvah, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Woodfleld Jewish Congregation, 
Schaumburg. and MTJC in Des Plaines 
this week held costume parades, masca- 
rading as Haman and other characters. 


"We had about 100 Esthers, SO Mor- 


decals, 20 Hamans and even a few kids 
that dressed up as Hanantashen (a small 
three cornered cake)/' said Rabbi Hillel 
Gamoran of Beth Tikvah.

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'Go-metric9 campaign gets a boost

Supporters of the "go-metric" cam- 


paign got a boost in Washington, D C., 
Wednesday as the House rules Com- 
mittee finally granted a rule for a metri- 
cation bill. 


Labor opposition clouds the outlook for 


H R 11035, which provides for a gradual 
national changeover to the metric sys- 
tem. Yet changes are already under way 
which will eventually mean metric 
adaptation in the dally lives of workers, 
students and consumers. 


One way or another, the country is go- 


ing metric, according to Louis Sokol, a 
former Arlington Heights resident who 
now makes his home in Boulder, Colo., 
as president of the Metric Assn. Inc. "No 
question exists as to whether the nation 
will or will not go metric," says Sokol. 


"The U.S. Is going metric, and it will 


serve a greater purpose to have a 
planned, coordinated national program 
Instead of the hit-and-miss method we 
are pursuing now." 


THE HIT-AND-MISS approach to met- 


ric conversion already is producing re- 
sults General Motors, IBM, Deere and 
Co. and Caterpillar Tractor are among 
the companies which have already made 
the switch. Motorola is among the local 
companies which are planning a coordi-

nated program for a changeover to met- 
ric measurement. 


The biggest advantage of the metric 


system is simplicity, says its proponents. 
Every measurement could be explaintd 
in decimal ratios of the six basic units in 
the Internationa] Metric System. They 
are the meter (unit of length), kilogram 
(mass), second (time), ampere (electric 
current), degree Celcius or centigrade 
(temperature), and candela (luminous 
intensity). 


Compare with such diverse units as 


feet, pounds and bushels, says Sokol. He 
believes that union opposition originated 
In the top levels of the, AFL-CIO and does 
not reflect the real opinions of Its 
workers. Where workers have had to use 
metric units, they learn quickly, he says. 


Another plus for metrication is the fact

Atfer all, the metric standards 
developed by the International Bureau of 
Weights and Measures were adopted as 
the Fundamental U.S. standards in 1893.

based on the conviction that workers will 
get the short end of the meter stick. The 
National Federation of Independent Busi- 
ness also contends that the changeover 
would be costly and burdensome. 


Among the most vocal of the labor "op- 


ponents is the powerful International 
Assn. of Machinists and Aerospace Work- 
ers. "Our estimate is a $40 billion cost 
for total conversion;" said Gordon Cole, 
a machinists' representative in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 


"The legislation would hurry it (con- 


version) along, and we don't think it 
should," he says. "Also, workers should 
be reimbursed for their costs and as- 
sured that tney will be given retraining 
on the job." The metric bill does not pro- 
vide for reimbursement of these costs. 


Seniority of skilled workers would be 


upset by metrication, Cole adds. "After 
you've worked 10-15 years in a trade, 
what gives you skill is your basic in- 
stincts and reactions," he says. 


McClory said H.R. 11035 should come 


up for consideration on the House floor 
Monday. The bill is among several that 
had been introduced in this session. Ac- 
cording to McClory, it may be amended 
to strike a provision for additional Study 
of metric conversion. Pending successful 
passage in the House, it will be sent to 
the Senate for consideration.

Kusper assailed again

County Clerk Stanley Kusper is on the 


burner again. 


The heat is coming from Floyd Fulle, 


c o u n t y Republican chairman; Lola 
Flamm, the GOP candidate for county 
clerk; and some municipal clerks. 


The Republicans are asking that subur- 


ban voters and election judges receive a 
fair primary election shake from the 
clerk's office. Kusper responds that he 
will continue, or improve, past election 
practices. 


The story has many sides. The issue is 


rooted in the politics of the November 
general election that matches Mrs. 
Flamm and Kusper, and the one-sided 
control of the clerk's office and the coun- 
ty budget by Chicago Democrats. 


Kusper's grand jury appearance and 


the Investigation of his relationship with 
the AVM voting machine company hints 
that he will be replaced on the Demo- 
cratic ticket after the primary. Sur- 
prisingly, his legal fees are not the topic 
of recent criticism. 


Kusper is under fire for his handling of 


March 19 primary election preparations. 


Mrs. Flamm claims that "he doesn't 


even run the (clerk's) office well. I 
hope he stays on the ticket. He's very 
vulnerable. It's more than his personal 
behavior," she said before an appear- 
ance in Arlington Heights last week. 


Kusper countered, "I'm not going to 


get into a debate with Lola Flamm now. 
I'm trying to run this office and get the 
job done for the primary election." 


The Republicans find three key Kus- 


per-office faults: 


— Only five election classes were 


scheduled for judges in the suburbs. The 
last sessions will be Saturday, at Maine 
West High School from 10 a.m. to noon 
and from 2 to 4 p.m. By attending the 
classes once every two years, and by 
passing the class-end examination, judg- 
es can earn an extra $10 (or a $45 total) 
for working election day. 


Fulle and Mrs. Flamm point to Chi- 


cago, where Kusper was head of the

Amnesty's time has arrived 


Board of Election Commissioners, as an 
example of accessible election training. 
Classes in Chicago are held in every 
ward at a variety of times. Make-up 
classes are held on Saturdays in City 
Hall. Special sessions also are scheduled 
on Tuesday nights in the Prudential 
building auditorium. 


Fulle and Mrs. Flamm ask why week 


night classes are lacking. Saturday is a 
Jewish Sabbath.

The county once tried a Thursday eve- 


ning class and it "was a dismal flop," 
Kusper said. Working suburbanites favor 
the Saturday classes. Mothers with 
school children favor Saturdays because 


weekday classes would require a noon 
rush home for lunch. 


— Polling locations have not been dis- 


tributed in the suburbs. The hint is that 
last-minute announcement of polling 
places will confuse voters and limit the 
anti-RTA vote anticipated in the suburbs. 


Kusper published the locations in one 


Chicago newspaper last week. "I don't 
know what the practice has been in the 
past. I've never run a county election be- 
fore If the practice has been to mail'pol- 
ling lists to the media, city clerks, town- 
ship clerks, then we'll mail them." 


The lists were printed for mailing 


Wednesday, the clerk's office said. 


— Polling places were not opened for 


last-minute voter registration in the sub- 
urbs, although Chicago locations were 
open. 


Kusper said opening of the 2,179 subur- 


ban precincts for last-minute registra- 
tions would cost "hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. We discussed it. But I was 
told the county board would never ap- 
prove it We do plan it before the general 
election " 


Recent state law allows registration by 


municipal clerks Three mobile voter 
vans have registerd about 4,175 persons, 
Kusper said 


Mrs. Flamm adds a pet peeve that 


Kusper has failed'to approve printing of 
Spanish-language ballots and voter in- 
structions for some county areas. The 
proposal is "under study," Kusper s.aid. 
"I don't know where the Spanish are lo- 
cated. I don't know if the expense would 
be justified. I won't say that it will not 
be done for the general election." 


As Kusper completes Saturday his first 


year as clerk, he is hampered by the 
death two weeks ago of Tom King who 
organized county elections for five years. 
"It's a void you just don't fill Tom King 
knew what he did and didn't do," Kusper 
said. 


"I just don't think he (Kusper) is an 


improvement over (former clerk) Eddie 
Barrett," Mrs. Flamm said. "The office 
is run in an antique way'" 


We think it is time for members

The prisoners 
of war have been sent home and 
although there may yet be victims 
of the war left unburied or lost for- 
ever, as complete an accounting of 
our men as we are likely to get has 
been rendered by the North Viet- 
namese and the Viet Cong.

largely inadequate and too late, 
have been enacted for the Viet 
Nam vets, concluding as much as 
anything does the final phase of a 
foreign war for this country. 


Yet to be reconciled is the exis- 


tance of perhaps several thousand 
men in Canada and elsewhere who 
are in exile over a lost cause. They 
fled the country rather than suc- 
cumb to its war, much the way 
thousands of other men in earlier 
generations fled European con- 
scription rather than fight for un- 
clear causes. 


These men, the draft resisters, 


have been labeled everything from 
cowards to heros of the war resis- 
tance. 


These are American men who 


happened to be born into a gener- 
ation of confusing morals and loy- 
alties. We think they can be 
allowed to come hqme without the 
country suffering from their entry 
or the American people insulted by 
their presence. 


Two points of clarification should 


be made. First, we do not include 
here military deserters. They still 
face the penalties of military law 


and should remain in jeopardy if 
caught. Second, amnesty is not the 
same as a pardon; some fee of ser- 
vice or abridged citizenship could 
be levied on the war resisters as a 
rebuke for evading the Selective 
Service system. 


But beyond that, we find it hard- 


er and harder to extract vengeance 
from the exiles in Canada. , 


Amnesties of various kinds have 


been part of this nation's con- 
science for over 100 years. No con- 
ditions exist now which have not 
existed before and nothing exists 
now with which previous gener- 
ations of Americans have not been 
able to deal with a measure of 
compassion. 


/We think they ought to be 
allowed to come home. Not to ban- 
ners waving, not to tributes as 
heros or prophets, and not to vilifi- 
cation or vengeance. 


America should allow ALL her 


sons to come home; her good sons, 
her bad sons, her confused or cer- 
tain sons. Let them come home,, 
and be done with it, with the war, 
with false martyrdom on their part 
and self-righteousness on ours.

While in a children's 
shoe store getting orthopedic shoes for 
my daughter, I saw a couple come in 
with their son in a wheel chair. The boy 
was about ten years old, very small of 
stature, obviously mentally retarded as 
well as physically handicapped. His 
arms and legs were underdeveloped and 
very poorly coordinated. He could appar- 
ently walk to a very limited extent and 
they were buying special shoes for him. 
During, the wait, the boy indicated 
through unintelligible (to me) sounds 
that he wanted to get out of the wheel- 
chair. With his father's help he managed 
to get out of the chair and on to his 
mother's lap. Then he wrapped both 
arms around her neck in bear-hug fash-, 
ion and kissed her on the cheek. And she 
kissed him back. 


Having never had the experience, I can 


only hope that if I ever do have a handi- 
capped child I can also have the cour- 
age, wisdom, and love of that mother.

WASHINGTON - 
There was the 


Democratic Executive Committee meet- 
ing to make some crucial decisions for 
the 1976 presidential campaign, and 
there were the Wallace delegates cooper- 
ating. 


It was a new twist for Democrats. 
The 
representatives of Governor 


George Wallace of Alabama took to the 
sidelines by their own choice. 


That was a new style for the Wallace 


people, represented at the Washington 
meeting by oldtime political professional 
Robert Vance, the Alabama state chair- 
man, and Michael Griffin, the young 
man personally picked by Wallace to 
represent him in national committee af- 
fairs. 


What it's all about is that Wallace is 


now inside the Democratic National Par- 
ty working to get the presidential nomi- 
nation in 1976 as he never has before. 


In earlier days, when Wallace repre- 


sentatives showed up, they were looked 
upon by the national Democratic bigwigs 
as trouble-makers, out to stir the fires of 
party strife so Wallace could: 


—Cut loose and go his third party way; 
—Or help scuttle his Democratic oppo- 


sition. 


Not so any more. The Wallace agents 


do not want to mix it for trouble's own 
sake. When a tough vote comes up where 
there's nothing to gain for the governor 
either way — and much to lose by an- 
tagonizing one side or the other — they 
abstain.

The new Wallace tactics were evident 


in key votes at the recent Democratic 
executive session in Washington. 


On one vote the Wallace representa- 


tives were found voting with the Demo- 
cratic regulars.

They were accepted by both as in- 


siders, and that's how they wanted it to 
be. 


Griffin explained: 
"We're not going to walk out of this 


meeting if we don't get our way on ev- 
erything." 


That certainly was no echo of things 


past. 


Wallace is merely facing the realities. 
If he is a serious presidential candidate 


for 1976 — and the leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party are convinced he is — then 
he must realize he is to the Democratic 
left what George McGovern was to the 
right in 1972. 


, Wallace would garner only a Phyrrhic

OIL PRICE ROLLBACK: a motion to kill the oil price 


rollback provisions of the Emergency Energy Bill conference 
report, defeated 238-173, In rejecting the move, the House 
voted to clamp a lid on the price of domestically produced 
crude oil. 


If the measure becomes law most crude oil will cost $5.25 a 


barrel instead of the present price of $10.35 a barrel for new 
crude. Oil from stripper wells — wells that produce 10 or less 
barrels of oil a day — could be priced as high as $7.09 a 
barrel. 


Those voting for argued that oil price roolbacks will force oil 


producers to switch to more profitable imported oils, thus 
discouraging domestic production. They said that oil supplies 
will dwindle, that gas station lines will lengthen and that the 
best way to regulate the supply and demand of oil is to let the 
free market set a price. 


Opponents argued that a balance must be struck between 


profits for oil companies and prices for consumers. They said 
that oil price controls are needed to keep gasoline prices 
within the means of the average citizen.

pressure gets heavier closer to earth, the 
increased pressure outside the eardrum 
tends to push it into the ear. 


Chewing . gum, opening the mouth, 


yawning all help to improve the situation 
by causing air to move through the hol- 
low tube connecting this space inside the 
ear with the back of your mouth. You 
can also gently blow against a closed 
nostril and the increased pressure will 
help to blow out your eardrums to nor- 
mal. 


Pilots often have this problem, particu- 


larly if they are flying in aircraft that is 
not as well pressurized as passenger air- 
lines are. I've been with pilots in mili- 
tary aircraft and had to go back up to 
altitude to relieve their ear pain from the 
increased pressure during the descent. 


THE REPEATED changes in pressure 


against the .ear drum can cause injury to 
the ear. We have a fancy name for it 
called barotrauma, meaning injury from 
barametric pessure. It can be readily 
treated by your doctor. The small hollow 
tube sometimes remains stuck in a 
closed position after flights, and the doc- 
tor has to blow pressure through your 
nose to get it open again. 


As disagreeable as your symptoms 


may be, they are not dangerous. If pos- 
sible, you might see an ear,''nose and 
throat specialist. Perhaps'he can check 
you to see if you have any mechanical 
reason in the ear to cause - you to be 
more likely to have this problem. He 
might give you some medicine to keep 
your sinuses open to help some during a 
flight. 


Incidentally, don't blow your nose 


forcefully if you have a cold. This may 
infect your ear as well. Colds and sinus 
infections make these problems worse 
for flying. With a stopped up nose and a 
cold you are often better off not to fly.

Please don't 'crack the chrysanthe- 


mums. Please don't break the butter- 
cups. 


Those elegaM sfrarkUng, tewel.jj.ke, 


flowers, their bum and leaves, too, are 
made from hundreds of tiny glass beads. 


But mor* -than beads go ^Ihto their 


creation. Patience and fortitude are also 
Important ingredients — patience be- 
cauie creating beaded flowers is a time- 
consuming business and fortitude be- 
cause-the badge of a chornic flower 
header, working as he does with wire, is 
a calloused thumb and forefinger. 


Beaded .flowers originated in France, 


where they are called "Fleurs. en \Per- 
les." The art of cheating them is often 


' referred to as "the French technique." 
The'popularity of the craft reached its 
height in the mid-Victorian period. But 
examples of beaded posies may be found 
ifi collections of. American memorabilia 
of the 1700s, No doubt many a colonial 
dame busied herself on long winter eve- 
nings creating a dazzling reminder of 
warmer days. 


MARY WRIGHT of Des Plaines, for- 


mer coordinator of the Des Plaines His- 
torical Society Museum, has been mak- 
ing beaded flowers for six years. Her 
calloused thumb is also green and it's 
hard to conclude which she prefers: 
beaded flowers or the real live thing. She 
gives them equal space in the house, but 
in the matter of time devoted to them, 
the "created" beauties have the edge. 


"It's an expensive hobby," she stated. 


"The beads,'strung on thread, are all im- 
ported.-They come from France, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia, Japan. I pay 50 cents to . 
$1.50 a bag for them, and it takes about 
three bags for one large flower. That's 
the flowefliead alone — no leaves, sta- 
men or sepals." 
: 


The tiny beads, all made of glass, are 


available in a rainbow of colors and in 
several different 
types: 
transparent, 


pearlized, opaque, iridescent and lined 
with another color. Each produces a dif- 
ferent effect. - 


MATERIAL NEEDED in addition to 


beads are 28 gauge wire, 16 gauge stem 
wire, a small wire cutter and small 
pliers. (Galvanized wire is used to avoid 
rusting. 


How does one learn how to make 


beaded flowers? 


"You get a book," s.aid Mary. "Volume 


1. Then you get volumes 2,3 and 4." 


The book, or the craft teacher, or' the 


adult evening class, leads you into the. 
intricacies of various types ''of loops — 
b a s i c , continuous single, continuous 
wraparound, continuous crossover; into 


Around or pointed petal? and leaves, 
'shaded and urishaded, into stem wires 
and the use of floral tape, reducing 
wires, split basic, single split basic, 
' double split basic and reverse wrap. 


ONCE YOU HAVE mastered • these 


techniques, you can branch out. Purists 
will take apart a-live flower, petal by 
petal, in an effort to duplicate it in 
beads. 
— 


According to Mary Wright, a simple 


looped flower, such as a starflower or 
marsh marigold, is the easiest. She slips 
her fine wire through 12 tiny beads on 
the thread, lifts them off, forms a loop, 
secures by twisting, and proceeds to the 
next 12 beads, adding loop after loop as . 
directed by the pattern. 


Her early ventures into the craft re- 


sulted In daisies, poppies, starflowers 


• and marsh marigolds, with nice results. 
More confident, she went on to roses and 
iris. Now she succeeds at the more com- 
plicated types — gladiolus, anemones, 
delphiniums and camellias, all time-con- 
sumers. 


THE BEAUTIFUL tiny, delicate apple 


blossom looks simple enough, and so it is 
as far as the flower petals go. But oh 
that stamen! It's made of 25 individually 
twisted single beads. 


To make a camellia, Mary first makes 


all the individual petals and leaves she 
will need. She attaches a long stem wire 
to the two center unit petals, which have 
been twisted on a pencil. Next, six small 
petals are secured ^tightly under the cen- 
ter units and wrapped to the stem wire 
with florist tape. Another set of six pet- 
als, somewhat larger, are added and se- 
cured in the same way, followed by a set 
of six large petals. These are underlaid 


. with four calyx petals, wrapped with 
florist tape to the stem and down the 
whole length of wire. 


1 
She works on a spray of leaves sepa- 


rately, in this case seven leaves to a 
stem, wrapping with florist tape, and 
•wrapping again as she attaches the leaf 
stem to the flower stem. 


"IT MUST BE tight-— not loose and 


sloppy," she asserted. "And it must look 
as natural as possible." 


What happens if a wire snaps while 


you are beading? 


SHIMMERING SHAFT of wheat is 
made of tiny gold beads," deftly 
wired and shaped by Mary Wright. 


"You end up with a handful of beads," 


she said.

Mary Wright spent about a month of 


her spore time hours completing the 
most difficult beading arrangement she 
ever made. Consisting of red roses, white 
daisies, pink strawflowers and white 
baby's breath, it was an exact duplicate 
of her cousin's wedding bouquet — a 
wedding gift to be treasured always. 


The versatile art of beading can be ex- 


tended into other areas also, — to braee- 
lets, belts, evening bags; to miniature 
animals, earrings, cuff links; even to 
beaded fruits and vegetables. 


In which case, please don't crunch the 


carrots.

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Strike up! Here come British bands 


Back In the mid-'60s, it was three 


groups that led the English invasion of 
America ~ the Beatles, Rolling Stones 
and Spencer Davis Group. The first two 
groups have become probably the best 
known rock bands ever and the Davis 
group, well, just sort of faded about 1967. 


Davis originally formed his band in 


i960, but it wasn't until 1965-67 and songs 
like "I'm a lytan" and "Gimme Some la- 
vm' " (both acknowledged classics) that 
the group made it big over here in Amer- 
ica When success came though, it was 
very big. 


With 1967, Stevie Wlnwood left to join 


Traffic and the group lost some of its 
popularity. While Traffic went up in pop- 
ularity, Davis and band slowly slipped 
into near oblivion. 


Then last year after three years of 


acoustic music, Davis met up with or- 
ganist Eddie Hardin (who had joined the 
group in 1967 for about a year) and was 
convinced to return to rock music. An 
album, "Gluggo" (Vertigo records), re- 
sulted. The album was good but didn't 
make any large dent in the record-buy- 
ing public's consciousness. 


NOW AN EVEN better album, "Living 


In a Back Street" (also Vertigo), has 
been released and should be pounding 
over the airwaves everywhere. 


As always, Davis' sound Is firmly 


rooted In a rhythm and blues tradition 
(as was the Rascals, a much lamented 
group, to which the Davis band bears re- 
semblance. The blues come out best in 
songs like "One Night" and the gospel- 
tike "Need a Helping Hand." The latter 
is one of eight songs co-authored by Har- 
din. 


Hardin usually writes with guitarist 


Kay Fenwlck (who also goes back to the 
1967 band) and the best results are in 
the title song and "Back Street Boys," 
both of which feature a driving beat. 
Also fine are the light, bouncy "Another 
Day" and "No Reason," which has some 
definite Beatlesque touches in the vocals 
and piano work. 


Although gone for some time, the 


Davis group is picking up where they left 
off and that means plenty of fine music.

The best pieces are "Father of Day, 


Father of Night" (reportedly the ex- 
pected Dylan song — Mann always in- 
cludes at least one — but uncredited) 
and "Saturn, Lord of the Rings/Mercury, 
the Winged Messenger." At its best, the 
album sounds like a synthesis of the 
sounds of Procol Hgrum and the Moody 
Blues. The only drawbacks are some 
weak songwriting by the group and the 
intrusion of a chorus in some spots. Still 
though, Mann continues to produce some 
solid music worth listening to. 


DEEP PURPLE, meanwhile, serve up 


another helping of the heavy metal mu- 
sic they have become known for in 
"Burn" (Warner Bros, records). 


The departures of lead singer Ian Gil- 


lian and bassist Roger Glover (who pro- 
duced the Davis album) have made the 
overall sound much weaker and the al- 
bum much poorer in quality. Vocalist 
David Coverdale is no replacement for 
Gillian.

But guitarist Ritchie Blackmore, or- 


ganist Jon Lord and drummer Ian Paice 
remain and Blackmore's work is worth a 
listen by itself. Another minus, however, 
is poor songwriting, with only the title 
song a standout. ("Might Just Take Your 
Life" steals its organ part from the ear- 
lier "Woman of Tokayo" which was a 
much stronger song.) 


RAY DAVIES is a genuine lyric genius 


and the Kinks continue to be one of the 
best, most literate of British bands. 
"Preservation Act 1" (RCA records) 
contains at least two songs that rank 


with other all-time great Kinks songs. 
They are the engaging ballad/love song 
"Sweet Lady Genevieve" and the 
easygoing "Sitting In the Midday Sun." 


The remainder of the album — which 


is done in oratorio style with different 
characters singing different songs — 
ranges from the pleasing rock of "One of 
the Survivors" to the spotty (though 
sometimes good) "Here Comes Flash" to 
the over-indulgent "There's a Change In 
the Weather." The failures, which are 
slight, are mostly caused by too many 
horns, an obtrusive female chorus or the 
occasional music hall atmosphere.

Dear Dorothy: We got a Christmas 


cactus and the beautiful flowers quickly 
fell off. The rest of the plant looks okay, 
though, and I'm wondering if it's a plant 
we dare plant outdoors. — Helen Lynd 


Yes, indeed. Many in the East and 


Midwest follow a routine of bringing 
their Christmas cactus out of their gar- 
dens soon after Labor Day and letting 
them dry out. As you may know, this 
isn't unusual with plants of this general 
type which flower when the days are 
short. The drying out time is a period 
when the plant rests. Strong artificial 
lighting retards the bloom and if lights 
must be on, the plant should be protected 
with a double sheet of newspapers. The 
drying out period should run about four 
weeks and then careful watering is 
called for, just enough to keep it moist. 
If all goes well, you'll find buds forming 
as the days get shorter and, finally, will 
come bloom just about Christmas.

That Jesus was born — that is that he 


was a real pet son who lived at a particu- 
lat time and place — is no longer ques- 
tioned by any reputable historian not 
even by the Soviet Union's Institute of 
Militant Atheism which once tried to 
depict him as a mythical character 


Nor is there any dispute about the 


town of his birth It was a little village 
called Bethlehem nestled in the foothills 
of Judea, about six miles south of Je- 
rusalem Jesus' mother Mary, and her 
husband. Joseph were residents of a Ga- 
lilean village named Nazareth But they 
had gone to Bethlehem, Joseph s ancest- 
ral home. In compliance with a decree 
fiom the Roman Emperor Augustus, who 
periodically made everyone go home to 
lui birthplace in order to pay a head tax, 
one of Imperial Rome's favored methods 
of raising money for Its endless wais 


So, much of the traditional Christmas 


story Is sound history But then we run 
into a welter of myth, tradition and sheer 
guesswork 


FOR EXAMPLE- it is virtually certain 


that Jesus was NOT born in a wooden 
cowbarn or stable of the type familiar 
from thousands of paintings and pag- 
eants That is a product of Western 
imagination In Bethlehem, today as in 
the time of Jesus, cattle are housed in 
hillside caves, hollowed out of soft time- 
stone rock beneath or adjacent to homes 
It was in such a warm, dry but in- 
elegant setting that Maty had hei baby 
when she and Joseph found a "no vacan- 
cy ' sign at Bethlehem's mn 


As for the date of Jesus' birth, it can 


be said with reasonable certainty that it 
was NOT Dec 2S I A D . as millions to- 
day suppose 


The modern calendar, \vhlch purports 


to divide history into two segments — the 
era befoie Christ B C and the years fol- 
lowing his birth (anni domini or A D ) 
was constructed in the 6th Century A D 
by a Roman monk named Dionysius Ex- 
iguus 


Dionysius was a well-meaning fellow, 


but a poor mathematician Through an 
ei ror In calculation, he misplaced the an- 
choi year 1 AD by at least six yeais 
From other data — such as the gospel 
writer Luke s association of Jesus' birth 
year with specific events in the secular 
hi-Jtory of the Roman Empire — scholars 
now calculate that Jesus was born in 6 
BC 


THE TIME OF year remains only a 


guess It almost suiely was late summer 
or early fall, because Luke reports that 
shepherds were ' in the fields, minding 
their flocks by night " Allowing sheep to 
giaze the hillsides on warm nights has 
been for countless centuries a habit of 
Judean shepherds But in a cold, rainy 
winter month such as December sheep 
ai e kept in wai m shelters at night 


The date we now celebrate as Chiist- 


mas — Dec 25 — was arbitrarily desig- 
nated as Jesus birthday by a 4th Centu- 
ry Pope whose intention was to give 
Christian significance to a popular Ro- 
man festival celebrating the winter sol- 
stice Modern Christians who deplore the 
intrusions of secular customs upon the 
religious meaning of Christmas should 
bear in mind Christmas is not a Chtis- 
tian holiday that has been partially paga- 
nized It was from the start a pagan holi- 
day, partly Christianized 


We have little reliable information 


abut Jesus' childhood The early Chinch 
was flooded with "gospels' that pur- 
ported to record incidents from Jesus' 
boyhood, but it refused to accept any of 
these Imaginative documents for in- 
clusion in the official canon of the New 
Testament 


Of the two canonical gospels that do 


refer to the youthful Jesus, Matthew con- 
tributes only the bare knowledge that 
Jesus grew up in Joseph's home In Naza- 
reth a small village of lower Galilee, 
about 20 miles inland from the Mediter- 
ranean Sea 


NAZARETH WAS the center of a lush

farming in Jesus' teachings But Joseph 
earned his living as a carpenter — a ' 
very important man in his Galilean vil- 
lage because he made farm tools and 
household furnishings as well as homes 
Jesus worked m the carpenter shop with 
Joseph and spent part of each day at the 
synagogue school 


Luke indicates Jesus was healthy, stur- 


dy 
well-manneied intelligent and li- 


keable boy He grew Luke reports "both 
in body and in wisdom, gaining favor 
with God and men " 


Jesus remained in Nazareth until he 


was about 33 years old there is no evi- 
dence he ever married Hte logical ex- 
planation for his celibacy is plain enough 
in the gospel record from early youth, 
he was conscious of being set apart by 
God for a special mission He did not at 
first have any idea what it was — but he 
rightly suspected it would not be com- 
patible with the responsibilities of mar- 
riage and fatherhood 


The event that abruptly changed Jesus' 


life in his early 30s was the emergence of 
a wilderness prophet known as John the 
Baptist, a rather bizarre fellow who wore 
a camel's hair robe and lived on crickets 
and wild honey John warned people to 
repent their sins "because the Kingdom 
of God is at hand " He drew a steady 
flow of converts to the River Jordan, 
where he immersed them in water "bap- 
tized" them to symbolize the washing 
away of their sins 


JESUS WENT OUT to hear John, and 


asked to be baptized "But John intuitively 
recognized that this young man was not 
another frightened sinner, but the Mes- 
siah — the usherei-in of the Kingdom of 
God — whose imminent arrival John had 
been predicting At Jesus' insistence, 
John baptized him But John muttered 
throughout the ritual, "I ought to be bap- 
tized by you " 


After his meeting with John, Jesus un- 


derwent the kind of "crisis of identity," 
the desperate inner struggle to know one- 
self and what one should do with his life, 
that is so familiar to young people of our 
time, he withdrew into the desert, and 
remained in seclusion for a long time 
When he returned, Jesus knew what God 
expected of him He also knew where it 
would lead But he did not flinch from 
his awesome assignment, once he was 
certain that it was indeed God's will He 
went to Capeinaum, a busy port on the 
Sea of Galilee, to begin the ministry of 
teaching, preaching and healing that 
would lead him eventually to a hill out- 
side Jerusalem, named Calvary

Nothing beats high school sports 


When the American Basketball Associ- 


ation held a luncheon before its All-Star 
game In Norfolk. Va., 10 of the 20 All- 
Star players were missing. 


People who paid $10 for the luncheon 


had been assured they would be sitting 
with the players. 


It seems these $80,000-a-year players 


bypassed the lunch because they were 
miffed that gifts had not been placed in 
their rooms. Gifts had been given to the 
players the previous year. 


John Hummer is a National Basketball 


Association player who has averaged 11, 
3 and 8 points per game In three seasons 
as a professional. He's making $135,000 a 
year for those mighty contributions. 


Clifford Ray averaged seven and nine 


points per game In his first two seasons 
with the Chicago Bulls. He's making 
$100,000 a year, 


Jim McDaniels recently was1 cut from 


his NBA team. He's making $300,000 a 
year. 


Defenseman Brad Park of the New 


York Rangers makes $280,000 a year In 
hockey, but that Is not his sole income. 
There are performance bonuses, playoff 
pools and nonhockey loot. Only one 
Ranger makes less than $55,000. 


Some guy named Leonard Thompson 


picked up $52,000 for winning a golf tour- 
nament a couple weeks ago. 


these are not just isolated cases. Sala- 


ries In professional sports ire absurd. 
Even pitcher Tom Seaver, of the New 
York Mets, one of the great realists In 
aports. remarks, "To me money Is not 
the most Important thing. But you get a 
funny feeling when you realize how much 
there Is to be made. I'm going to capital- 
Lie »» much u I can." 


Big-time sport today is a world apart, 


with ethics as strange as its finances and 
no perspective at all 


Sports does not have to be reformed so 


much as it has to come to Its senses. 
Players must be paid what can be af- 
forded, not what Is wanted, and they 
must start paying their dues to the fans 
instead of to their agents. Doesn't special

position bring special responsibility, or is 
that old-fashioned? 


The entire structure of professional 


sports today is disgusting. You have your 
pampered and selfish athletes. You-have 
your coaches crying at 'officials, crying 
at the press, blaming everybody but 
themselves-for a defeat. You have own- 
ers yelling at owners, agents yelling at 
agents. You have television dictating to 
everyone. 


And people wonder why I enjoy high 


school sports, and why I've stuck with it 
for 16 years! 


Frankly, I can't think of anything more 


tedious than covering a professional 
sports team. I feel pity tor 'a guy who 
gets stuck trying to work up daily stories 
from Interviews with these prima don- 
nas. 


Tonight I'll be at a regional champion- 


ship basketball game, a high school 
championship. This -is what they call the 
first stage of "March madness" and, 'be- 
lieve me, this is -a beautiful thing to 
watch unfold. 


I'll look at the two teams and there 


won't be any $100,000 players sitting 
there. I'll see youngsters hustling for a 
loose basketball, hustling not because 
they're out to make a buck but because 
they love the game. 


I'll look at the two teams and see 


coaches who enjoy working with kids. 
They're not in the high school coaching 
business to get rich, but they contribute 
so much, so very much. They teach those 
boys things some fathers could never 


hope to do. You know how it is when a 
fooy becomes a teenager. He goes out 
into his world, he becomes a bigger man 
— more self-sufficient — and the old 
communications at home break down a 
little. Somebody has to keep teaching 
him about the values of life. 


In high school the athletes are younger 


and more susceptible to words from their 
qoaches, teachers, schoolmates. You can 
influence kids on this level. You get in- 
spired. 


The higher you go, the more this rah- 


rah spirit degenerates, h's still there to 
some degree In college, but you're de- 
graded by recruiting and the boys be- 
come degraded by greed. School spirit 
starts to disappear. Boys are hungry to 
turn pro and get big bonuses, and most 
will be disappointed. In pro ball, It's pure 
business, cutthroat. 


Why are high school sports so enjoy- 


able to cover? 


Does anybody really lose? High school 


basketball, or more generally high 
school .sports, is one of the most remark- 
able phenomena in athletics, for nowhere 
else is the win more personal, the loss 
more immediate. 


Those kids out there aren't just num- 


bers or names or forwards or guards or 
wrestlers or swimmers or gymnasts. 
That tall, lanky center is a next-door 
neighbor and the tot-shot guard is the 
mailman's son. You've known that mus- 
cular little gymnast since he was a run- 
ny-nosed kid on a tricycle. Isn't that 
wrestler the pharmacist's boy? 


The team you're screaming fur can be 


the most important thing in some towns, 
and every citizen, from the president of 
the 'bank to the back street bum, knows 
it> And those kids' efforts can produce a 
comradeship among the'townspeople that 
would be impossible in any other context. 


Whenever somebody wonders how I still 


can enjoy high school sports after so 
many years, I just tell'them a little 
about a state'basketball tourney, or this 
"March madness" that is under way 
right now. 


I tell them how the.excitement builds- 


for almost a month. Every high school in 
Illinois 'begins frantically grooming a 
team that just might put their town on 
the map. • 


But with each round of competition, . 


the number of teams diminishes, until 
only eight-remain. And on a Friday in 
March, in wild, jubilant; hysterical 
throngs, their representatives flock to 
Champaign-Urbana for the state tourney. 


All weekend the tension tightens, until 


on a Saturday night, 18,000 emotionally 
coiled springs release their energy in one 
violent outburst Like a catalyst,1 the fi- 
nal horn produces that predictable, yet 
unbelievable reaction culminating in a 
unified cry of victory. And then it's all 


. over. '

Walt 
early became interested in 
drawing, selling his first 
sketches to neighbors when 
but seven years old! At high 
school, he divided his time 
between drawing and photo- 


graphy and at night attended 
the Academy of Fine Arts. At 
16. he failed in trying to enlist 
for military service in the 
States and Canada, so he 
joined the Red Cross, cov- 
ering his ambulance with Dis- 
ney cartoons. 


After the war. Walt per- 


fected a method of animation 
and in 1920. created and mar- 
keted his first original ani- 
mated cartoons. Pooling their 
resources. Walt and his broth- 
er Roy. finally received an or- 
der for the first "Alice in Car- 
toonland" featurette. The fa- 
mous mouse was created in 
1928 and used in a silent car- 
toon called "Plane Crazy."

Defeat of RTA wouldn't kill mass transit for area

The Regional Transportation Authority 


referendum could be voted down on 
.March 
19 without 
jeopardizing mass 


transportation in the Chicago area for 
ever, according to provisions in the bill. 


Even if the referendum is defeated, the 


RTA bill still exists as law enacted by 
the Illinois General Assembly, according 
to 
State Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights. His theory weakens 
chnrges of RTA proponents who have 
said the present bill must be passed or 
the legislature will not come up with an- 
other one for several years. Some bus or 
commuter train lines might be out of 
business by then, the proponents say. 


As specified in the bill, the RTA cannot 


be established until there Is a favorable 


vote iri a referendum in the six-county 
area, but Schlirkman said' that does not 
mean the bill itself dies with the unsuc- 
cessful referendum, 


Senate Bill 27 can be amended, instead 


of drawing up a new bill and going 
through the pains of setting up the com- 
promises that went into the present legis- 
lation. 
Amendments would requie a 


simple 
majority 
in 
the 
legislature, 


whereas a new bill would require 60 per 
cent support, as Senate Bill 27 did. 


GEORGE RANNEY JR., chairman of 


the RTA Citizens Committee for Better 
Transportation, the major organization 
supporting passage of the March 19 ref- 
erendum, snid the theory is apparently 
true, but it doesn't affect most of the 
points of the present bill. 


Ranney said Schlickman apparently is 


indicating that he can now work with the 
present bill, but Schlickman said he has 
never said he couldn't. 


Amendments that Schlickman deems 


necessary to offer residents a better ref- 
erendum, probably for the November 
election, include: 


• Giving representation to every coun- 


ty in the region, regardless of one-man, 
one-vote mathematics. 


• Carefully defining and limiting the 


powers of the board. 


• Tightening 
the planning 
section 


(Schlickman would like specific direc- 


tions that the RTA would comply with 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission master plan). 


• Eliminating the opportunity of an 


appointed board to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds in private sale. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID getting the simple 


majority for approval of amendments 
will be easier in the spring session be- 
cause the original supporters plus about 
15 of those who voted against it should 
all be in favor by then. "Daley, the legis- 
lative leaders and the governor will have 
to compromise with the rest of the legis- 
lature," he said. He expects downstate 
support to continue because appropria- 
tions of the $200 million in highway bonds 


promised in return for RTA votes have 
to be approved again by the legislature. 


Theoretically, amendments could be 


made to any part of the RTA bill, in- 
cluding elimination of a referendum in 
the six counties, but Schlickman said he 
•doub i-1 :hat would happen. If defeated 
one' 
.egislature would be reluctant 


to pas? something without another refer- 
endum included, Jie said. 


Some of the issues Schlickman would 


like to see resolved through amendments 
might spark just as much controversy. 
For example, proponents of the bill have 
repeatedly argued that the representa- 
tion on the board is fair under one-man, 
one-vote principles.

Buffalo Grove is planning to publish 


soon a booklet designed to aid residents 
whose homes are prone to flooding. 


According to the flood-control com- 


mittee, the purpose of the booklet is to: 


• Explain to residents why they are 


having flooding problems. 


• Present interim solutions that indi- 


vidual homeowners can undertake to al- 
leviate immediate flooding problems. 


• Present the village's long-term ap- 


proaches to local and regional flooding. 


THE 
FLOOD-CONTROL 
committee, 


which has been preparing the booklet for 
almost a year, has emphasized it is not 
intended as a "do-it-yourself guide.'' 
Residents who want to implement any of 
the methods described in the booklet are 
asked to first consult the village. 


Many of the procedures described re- 


quire village permits and inspection and 
should 
be done by competent con- 


tractors, according to the committee. 


The village board will review the book- 


lets at a workshop session following Mon- 
day night's regular board meeting. At 
that time the board is expected to au- 
thorize printing of the booklets. 


Village Trustee Clarice Rech, chair- 


man of the flood control committee, said 


after the booklets are printed they will 
be available at the village hall, 50 Raupp 
Blvd., to all residents requesting them. 


The flood-control booklets, she said, 


will not be passed out to the village-at- 
large because most residents do not have 
flooding problems. By making the book- 
lets available at the village hall upon 
request, the village will save some print- 
ing costs, she added. 


ALTHOUGH NUMEROUS flood-control 


projects have been undertaken in the last 
several years, officials say an extremely 
wet year could mean severe flooding in 
the village. Last year, flooding was not 
too much of a problem, but two years 
ago Buffalo Grove and the Northwest 
suburban area witnessed many prob- 
lems. 


In addition to measures that already 


have been taken to alleviate flooding, the 
village is planning others 'this year and 
in the near future. Several regional proj- 
ects also are in the planning stages. 


Public Works Director Charles McCoy 


said yesterday he is preparing a list of 
flood-control projects and will submit 
them to Village Mgr. Daniel Larson for 
approval in about two weeks. Since the 
projects only are suggestions and are

Is there anything you can do to 
make him happier? 


Students at Dlst. 96's Twin Groves 


School in Buffalo Grove are being asked 
to deal with situations like this one in a 
program called "Individually Guided Mo- 
tivation: Developing Self-Direction and 
Prosoelal Behaviors.'1 


In discussing sltuatlonal problems, the 


students take the first step in learning to 
analyze their own behavior. 


THE IGM PROGRAM 'has been in op- 


eration at Twin Groves School since 
shortly after the new building opened in 
January, It is specifically designed to 
help students function more efficiently in 
the Individually Guided Education (IGE) 
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curriculum adopted district-wide two 
years ago, 


The IGM activities encourage students 


to think independently and make good 
decisions that will allow them to reach 
their own goals in the largely self-di- 
rected IGE curriculum. 


The emphasis on pro-social behaviors 


is intended to 'help students improve 
their everyday attitudes and actions. 
Through introspection, teacher assess- 
ments and group discussions, students 
identify their own weaknesses and -work 
on developing more mature behavior. 


"We're not only interested in academ- 


ic, but social and emotional development 
as well," said Larry Schafer, assistant 
principal. "We want students to feel good 
about themselves and feel that they can 
be successful in school." • 


IN IMPLEMENTING the IGM pro- 


gram, students were given a self-assess- 
ment checklist evaluating their school 
behavior. 


The list includes such items as: 
• I listen to the teacher, 
• I help my classmates. 
' 


• I listen to the ideas of others. 
• I take care of the school's books, 


desks and other things. 


After compiling the results of the pupil 


assessments of how well they demon- 
strate such 'behaviors, teachers did their 
own evaluations on each student. The 
students were then divided up into 
groups for discussion. 


"I think our children have gotten so 


much out of it," said Mary Foley, sixth 
grade teacher. "We took the time to al- 
low each child to look into himself and

Unspoiled prairie awaits spring 


'Friends' hope to preserve living memorial to history 


by STEVE BROWN 


It doesn't look like much right now. 


The winds of winter have roared 
across the 30-acre patch of ground 
southwest of the Northwest Highway 
S-curve leaving a dormant field. 


But as the weather warms, the na- 


tive'grasses and flowers will begin to 
bloom, the dull brown deadness.of 
winter will depart and a life will re- 
turn. 


Amidst the warehouses, railroad 


tracks and hub-bub of urbanized Des 
Plaines exists this anonymous tract 
which may be one of the few virgin 
prairies left in the state. 


Experts believe the land was never 


developed or even used extensively 
for grazing. It has not felt the cold 
steel' shudder 
of 
a 
plowshare 


for at least 100 years. But during the 
past year, the prairie's owner, the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. has 
been using the area as a dumping 
ground, possibly not recognizing the 
uniqueness of the land. 


THE PRAIRIE has some friends 


— some who marvel at the natural 
phenomena and the bountiful bo- 
nanza of wild plants and grasses, and 
others who are satisfied to stroll 
along picking the wild strawberries 
and asparagus that abounds. 


There are youngsters content to 


trail 
along behind their parents 


speaking words of amazement as a 
pheasant pops from behind a clump 
of tall grass and scurries away,. 


There are also more scientifically- 


minded adults who find enjoyment in 
finding a new species ofplant out 
there. 


Some fear the continued dumping 


might end all this. They worry that 
the slice of Illinois natural history 
could be lost to future generations. 


At least 
two of the prairie's 


friends, Roger Matteson and James 
Androff, two neighbors from Orchard 
Court, have renewed hopes of saving 
the land for the future. They have 
.worked for the past eight years to 
obtain official recognition 
and a 


pledge of preservation for the land. 


While some state agencies who 


deal with conservation 
and open 


space believe the tract is unique, 
they also note some problems in de- 
veloping a comprehensive program. 


THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists. 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of- steel and 
junk started about a year ago, some 
of the prairie's friends thought the 
end was near. 


"I'd just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
droff, professor, of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola, 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought to the effort to save'the 
prairie. Androff will meet with mem 
bers of the Des Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and. its preservation as part of the 
city's celebration of the nation's 


200th birthday. 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lem:? of accessibility can be'worked 
out'. So does Wayne Schimpff, direc- 
tor of environmental education for 
the Open Lands Project. 


Schimpff indicated that the prairie • 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreation for local residents. 


it is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Schimpff describe 
the land. 


What might look like a parcel of 


untended weeds which would not 
even make a good ball field, actually 
contains much history. 


ILLINOIS, AS it's nickname re- 


veals once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 
] 


When the Open Lands Project, a 


non-governmental, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, surveys showed there were 
only a few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the whole state. 


Public support has grown, most no- 


, tably to' save the Peacock Prairie in 


Glen view, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 
grasses. 


"We'might be able to fence it off to 


protect and set up educational sta-. 
tions so that people could learn a 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several different 
types of prairie land. There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there. 


"It is just beautiful because there 


is something different there every 
few weeks," he said. 


"The place is a virtual garden of 


wild flowers and plants in the spring 
and summer and the wild fruit and 
vegetables that grow there are beau- 
tiful" he said. 


"We have been trained to like 


manicured lawns and parks, but 
there is nothing more aesthetic than 
a prairie," Androff added." 


But the land might vanish below 


loads of trash. 


R. B. TAYLOR, general sales man- 


ager of the C & N.W. real estate divi- 
sion, said he could see problems with 
allowing people to wander through 
the area. 


"We have a lot of railroad oper- 


ations, in addition to the power lines 
that run above the property," he 
said. 
However, he did not completely 
rule out the possibility of preserving 
the prairie. 


"We are always willing to talk, we 


have worked with other groups on 
projects such as this in the past," he 
said. 


The problems that surround the 


possibility of keeping this slice o£ Illi- 
nois history open to the future gener- 
ations might be too great. 


Androff and Matteson believe it 


can be accomplished if the public be- 
comes interested. 


"It would be sad to lose this land, 


there is too much beauty," Androff 
remarked while looking through a 
slide taken some years ago of the 
land in full bloom.

Kassuba owes 
village $4,000 


The Kassuba Development Corp., own- 


er of the Berkshire Trace apartments in 
Buffalo Grove, still owes the village 
about $4,000 in unpaid water bills, Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said yesterday. 


The Oak Brook firm filed for bank- 


ruptcy late last year and since has fallen 
behind in payments to the village. Lar- 
son said the firm recently has begun 
paying the village in installments, but is 
still behind. 


According to Larson, the village will 


. continue supplying water to residents in 
the apartment complex. The Federal 
Bankruptcy Act will not allow a munici- 
pality to discontinue service because the 
firm does not keep up with payments, he 
said. 


The village has placed a lien against 


the property, Larson said, and in the 
event the apartments are sold, the vil- 
lage will receive all uncollected bills be- 
fore Kassuba gets its money. 


The Berkshire Trace apartments are 


on the north side of Dundee Road, west 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


The group was formed by Park Comr. 


Gene Sackett in order to provide the 
park board with an objective review of 
the district's operation.

the open gym programs. He said the 
group noted a low turnout of youngsters 
ages six to eight. By changing the sched- 
uling, the park district would have the 


opportunity to further divide the 9 to 12- 
year-olds into younger and older groups. 


The park superintendent said the com- 


mittee will prove valuable to the park 
district in coming weeks. "It's just that 
we are getting feedback on what we are 
doing," he said. "If you can get some 
objective feedback on what you have 
done, it either reinforces what you are 
doing or it offers constructive criticism." 


SACKETT SAID the group is working 


"beautifully. I'm just thrilled to death 
with it." He said the members are not 
afraid to voice their opinions. 


"We're not taking any actions because 


it's not that kind of committee yet." 
Sackett said. He noted that the group 
was given no guarantee that the park 
board would adhere to any of their sug- 
gestions, but he said, "I think we would 
be very remiss not to listen to them." 


The six-member committee, composed 


of two men and four women, was chosen 
to represent all areas of the district. 
"There is someone from every one of our 
areas," Sackett said. ''It was also based 
on intangibles like kids in the programs 
and interest in the programs."

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It's Purim.. .joyous Jewish holiday 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


Purim — a joyous, though minor holi- 


day for Jews around the world. 


It's a time for nolsemakers, carnivals, 


special foods, costume parades and festi- 
vals. And it's a time for Jews to look at 
their enemies — past and present — and 
shout a resounding "so there." 


Last night and this morning, members 


of synagogues across the country listen- 
ed to the reading of the Megillah, the 
Book of Esther, which recounts how their 
ancestors 
overcame 
the antl-Semetic 


prime minister of Persia who tried to 
annihilate their race. 


The story tells of Haman, the prime 


minister, who planned to wipe out the 
Jewish population of Persia because of 
their beliefs, and who has been cast as 
the prototype of all persecutors of Jewish 
people. The story, according to Rabbi 
Jay Karzan of Maine Township Jewish 
Congregation of Des Plaines, marks the 
first serious antl-Semetic event in his- 
tory. 


Haman drew lots, "Purim," to deter- 


mine the date on which the Jews were to 
be exterminated. Haman was toppled 
and his plot destroyed through the efforts 
of Esther, the wife of the King of Persia 
and herself a Jew, and Rabbi Mordecai, 
Esther's cousin. 


PURIM. THE last holiday of the He- 


brew calendar year, Is more than an an- 
cient tale of antt-Semotlsm. The Jews 
have turned the Incident into a modern 
day message to the world, 


"From time immemorial Haitians have 


arisen to accomplish exactly the same 
purpose," said Rabbi Karzan. "All 
through 
history tyrants have risen 


against us only to fall in defeat while the 
Jew continues to survive. 


"Today, too, the happenings which oc- 


cur to leave the Jew victorious in his 
many encounters with extinction certain- 
ly are not coincidental. The hand of God 
is present at all times — leading us, 
guiding us against all those who rise 
against us. We hope that someday the 
people of the world will learn the example 
of Purim and Its significance," he said. 


PURIM IS observed as a huge joke. 


Children at Beth Tikvah, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Woodfleld Jewish Congregation, 
Schaumburg, and MTJC In Des Plaines 
this week held costume parades, masca- 
ra ding as Haman and other characters. 


"We had about loo Esthers, SO Mor- 


decais, 20 Haitians and even a few kids 
that dressed up as Hanantashen (a small 
three cornered cake)," said Rabbi Hillel 
Gamoran of Beth Tikvah.

subject to revision or deletion, McCoy 
said he would rather not divulge specif- 
ics until after they are approved. 


However, the village will continue sev- 


eral flood-control programs that were 
started in the last few years. One such 
program is the cleaning and repairing of 
all sewers and manholes on a regular 
basis. The village televises the inside of 
sewers and then seals the cracks in the 
tiles to prevent further leakage. 


This year the village also will continue 


making house to house inspections look- 
ing for illegal connections to sanitary 
sewers, which is one of the -causes of 
basement flooding, When violations are 
found, the homeowners are advised to 
correct the connection or face a fine. 


WITHIN THE next two years, two 


large retention lakes are planned that 
will alleviate flooding in the Buffalo 
Grove area. One of the projects, a 100- 
acre reservoir on Buffalo Creek will pro- 
vide major flood relief to downstream 
residents in Bufalo Grove, Wheeling and 
parts of unincorporated Cook County. - 


' 
The reservoir, which will 'be at the 


southwest corner of Arlington Heights 
and Checker roads, will be a cooperative 
venture by the village, Metropolitan San- 
itary District and the Lake County For- 
est-Preserve District. 


A five-acre retention lake is also 


planned on the Arlington Golf Course. 


The lake is expected to alleviate chronic 
flooding along the lower section of the 
White Pine Ditch.

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Defeat of RTA wouldn't kill mass transit for area

The Regional Transportation Authority 


referendum could be voted down on 
March 19 without 
jeopardizing mass 


transportation in the Chicago area for 
ever, according to provisions In the bill. 


Even if the referendum is defeated, the 


RTA bill still exists as law enacted by 
the Illinois General Assembly, according 
t:> 
State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights. His theory weakens 
charges of RTA proponents who have 
said the present bill must be passed or 
the legislature will not come up with an- 
other one for several years. Some bus or 
commuter train lines might be out of 
business by then, the proponents say. 


As specified in the bill, the RTA cannot 


be established until there is a favorable 


vote in a referendum in the six-county 
area, but Schlickman said that does not 
mean the bill itself dies with the unsuc- 
cessful referendum. 


Senate BUI 27 can be amended, instead 


of drawing up a new bill and going 
through the pains of setting up the com- 
promises that went into the present legis- 
lation. 
Amendments 
would rcquie a 


simple 
majority 
in 
the legislature, 


whereas a new bill would require 60 per 
cent support, as Senate Bill 27 did. 


GEORGE RANNEY JR., chairman of 


the RTA Citizens Committee for Better 
Transportation, the major organization 
supporting passage of the March 19 ref- 
erendum, said the theory is apparently 
true, but it doesn't affect most of the 
points of the present bill. 


Ranney said Schlickman apparently is 


indicating that he can now work with the 
present bill, but Schlickman said he has 
never said he couldn't. 


Amendments that Schlickman deems 


necessary to offer residents a better ref- 
erendum, probably for the November 
election, include: 


• Giving representation to every coun- 


ty in the region, regardless of one-man, 
one-vote mathematics. 


• Carefully defining and limiting the 


powers of the board. 


• Tightening the 
planning section 


(Schlickman would like specific direc- 


tions that the RTA would comply with 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission master plan). 


• Eliminating the opportunity of an 


appointed board to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds in private sale. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID getting the simple 


majority for approval of amendments 
will be easier in the spring session be- 
cause the original supporters plus about 
15 of those who voted against it should 
all be in favor by then. "Daley, the legis- 
lative leaders and the governor will have 
to compromise with the rest of the legis- 
lature," he said. He expects downstate 
support to continue because appropria- 
tions of the $200 million in highway bonds 


promised in return for RTA votes have 
to be approved again by the legislature. 


Theoretically, amendments could be 


made to any part of the RTA bill, in- 
cluding elimination of a referendum in 
the six counties, but Schlickman said he 
doubted that would happen. If defeated 
once, the legislature would be reluctant 
to pass something without another refer- 
endum included, he said.' 


Some of the issues Schlicfcman would 


like to see resolved through amendments 
might spark just as much controversy. 
For example, proponents of the bill have 
repeatedly argued that the representa- 
tion on the board is fair under one-man, 
one-vote principles.

Policy needed 
on snow days, 
Sahlberg says 


Des Plaines Elementary School Dlst. 


62 needs some guidelines or board policy 
for dcterming snow days, Supt Eric Sahl- 
berg said Thursday. 


Sahlberg met with more than 35 teach- 


ers and parents at South School to dis- 
cuss his decision to keep* Dist. 62 schools 
open Feb. 22 when neighboring districts 
closed because of bad weather. 


Parents and teachers criticized the de- 


cision, citing downed power lines, blowing 
snow and hazardous driving conditions. 
Sahlberg said he made the decision to 
not close the schools at 7 a.m. "At that 
time there was a fair accumulat»in of 
snow but very little wind," he said. "It 
was only later in the day between 8:30 
a.m. and 9:30 a.m. that the weather 
started getting worse. . . " 


The superintendent said he called off 


the afternoon program, a teachers' in- 
stitute day, based on the morning weath- 
er conditions. 


PARENTS 
AND TEACHERS said 


since the Northwest Tollway and O'Hare 
Airport were closed by bad weather con- 
ditions, Des Plaines schools should have 
been closed earlier. Sahlberg said many 
factors must be considered before decl- 


aring an emergency day, Including the 
total township school operation, special 
education classes and the official school 
calendar. 


"For all practical matters, I cooperate 


with the township scho61 officials, but 
each school superintendent makes his 
own decision." 


Several teachers complained that chil- 


dren don't benefit from attending school 
when the teacher and pupil absentee rate 
Is high. Several teachers said they had to 
babysit for children of various ages dur- 
ing the storm. 


"When the teacher comes to school 


with nerves torn from driving in bad con- 
ditions, and a lot of kids are absent, how 
effective are we going to be;" a special 
education teacher said. 


Another woman said Dist. 62 has a tra- 


dition of remaining open during bad 
weather and questions if the district 
"will have to have a child killed in 
weather like that to do something." Sahl- 
berg said he is not opposed to the use of 
snow days ''if the situation warrants it.. 
. 'the $64 question is what criteria should 
be used to make 'the decision. I think 
something should be developed in writing 
so people will know how to be guided." 


More soil tests loom 
for Maryville Academy

An official of the Illinois Capital Devel- 


opment Board said Thursday a third set 
of soil tests will be made at the Mary- 
ville Academy grounds, proposed site for 
the new Maryville school, 


Fred Knocke, ICDB official in charge 


of the northeast section of Illinois, told 
The Herald yesterday the tests will be 
made by an unselected firm within the 
next few weeks. Results of the findings 
will be used to determine if the five-acre 
site at Gregory Street and River Road In 
Des Plaines is suitable for building. 


Knocke made the statement after an 


o n s 11 e inspection of the Maryville 
grounds made Thursday along with Dist. 
26 Supt. John Fridlund, Asst. Supt. 
James Retzlaff. River Road School prin- 
cipal Joseph Wawak and project archi- 
tect Anthony J. Slros. 


"More tests have to be made on the 


soil because the site has been shifted and 
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we have to determine whether this area 
is buildable," Knocke said. 


District officials negotiated shifting the 


site further to the east with the owners of 
the property, the Chicago Archdiocese. 
The shift was sought in order to put the 
five-acre parcel in an area of the least 
amount of landfill, which would offer a 
better foundation for construction. 


THE SITE SHIFT was made after soil 


tests commissioned by the school board 
revealed the land in the southeast section 
of the area was composed of less cinder- 
fill than the area in the northwest sec- 
tion. 


These results countered findings made 


by the original soil testers, Allied Soil

Bus firm to quit 
if RTA plan loses 


The president of United Motor Coach 


Co. of Des Plaines is expected today to 
warn suburban residents that if the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority referen- 
dum is not passed March 19, his firm will 
close and the buses will be sold. 


John Menck has called a press confer- 


ence for 10 a.m. at the company offices 
to make a statement. He has previously 
said that if the RTA isn't passed, "we 
will die." United Motor Coach has limit- 
ed.routes connecting north and North- 
west suburbs, although the operation in 
Des Plaines is run by the city itself. 
Routes have dwindled in past years be- 
cause of decreasing rldership, Henck has 
said.

Unspoiled prairie awaits spring 


'Friends' hope to preserve living memorial to history

It doesn't look like much right now. 


The winds of winter have roared 
across the 30-acre patch of ground 
southwest of the Northwest Highway 
S-curve leaving a dormant field. 


But as the weather warms, the na- 


tive grasses and flowers will begin to 
bloom, the dull brown deadness of 
winter will depart and a life will re- 
turn. 


Amidst the warehouses, railroad 


tracks and hub-bub of urbanized Des 
Plaines exists this anonymous tract 
which may be one of the few virgin 
prairies left in the State. 


Experts believe the land was never 


developed or even used extensively 
for grazing. It has not felt the cold 
steel . shudder 
of 
a 
plowshare 


for at least 100 years. But during the 
past year, the prairie's owner, the 
Chicago and North Western By. has 
been using the area as a dumping 
ground, possibly not recognizing the 
uniqueness of the land. 


THE PRAIRIE has some friends 


— some-who marvel at the natural 
phenomena and the bountiful bo- 
nanza of wild plants and grasses, and 
others who are satisfied to stroll 
along picking the wild strawberries 
and asparagus that abounds. 


There are youngsters content to 


trail 
along 
behind their parents 


speaking words of amazement as a 
pheasant pops from behind a clump 
of tall grass; and scurries away. 


There are also more scienttfically- 


minded adults who find enjoyment in 
finding a new species of plant out 
there, 


Some fear the continued dumping 


might end all this. They worry that 
the slice of lUinois natural history 
could be lost to future generations. 


At least two of the prairie's 


friends, Roger Matteson and James 
Androff, two neighbors from Orchard 
Court, have renewed hopes of saving 
the land for the future. They have 
worked for the past eight years to 
obtain official recognition and a. 
pledge of preservation for the land. 


While some state agencies who 


deal with conservation 
and open 


space believe the tract is unique, 
they also note some problems in de- 
veloping a comprehensive program. 


THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists. 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of steel and 
junk started about a year ago, some 
of the prairie's friends thought the 


. end was near. 


"I'd just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
droff, professor of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola. 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought to the effort to save the 
prairie. Androff will meet with mem 
bers of the Des -Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and its preservation as.part of the 
city's celebration 
of the nation's 


200th birthday. 
' 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lems of accessibility can be worked 
out. So does Wayne Schimpff, direc- 
tor of environmental education for 
the Open Lands Project. 


Schimpff indicated that the prairie 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreation for local residents. 


It is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Schimpff describe 
the land. 


What might look like a parcel of 


untended weeds which would not 
even make a good ball field, actually 
contains inuch history. 


ILLINOIS,. AS it's nickname re- 


veals .once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 


When the Open Lands Project', a 


non-governmental, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, surveys showed there were 
only a few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the whole state. 


Public support has grown, most no- 


tably to save the Peacock Prairie in 
Glenview, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types, of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 
grasses. 


"We might be'able to fence it off to 


protect and set up educational sta- 
tions so that people could learn a 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several different 
types of prairie land. There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there. 


"It is just beautiful because there 


is something different there every 
few weeks," he said. 


"The place* is a virtual garden of 


wild flowers and plants in the spring 
and summer and the .wild fruit and 
vegetables that grow there are beau- 
tiful" he said. 


"We have been trained to like 


manicured lawns and parks, but 
there is nothing more aesthetic than 
a prairie," Androff added. 


But the land might vanish below 


toads of trash. 


R. B. TAYLOR, general sales man- 


ager of the C & N.W. real estate divi- 
sion, said he could see problems with 
allowing people to wander 'through 
the area. 


"We have' a lot of railroad oper- 


ations, in addition to the power lines 
that run above the property," he 
said. 
However, he did not completely 
rule out the possibility of preserving 
the prairie. 


"We are always willing to talk, we 


have worked with other groups on 
projects such as this in the past," he 
said. 


The problems that surround the 


possibility of keeping this slice of Illi- 
nois history open to the future gener- 
ations might be too great. 


Androff and Matteson believe it 


can be accomplished if the public be- 
comes 'interested. 


. 
"It would be sad to lose this land, 


there is too much beauty," Androff 
remarked while looking through a 
slide taken some years ago of the 
land in full bloom.

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School board wrapup 
Architect rapped 
for laxity on bids 


Tht Dist. X school board bif criticized its architect (or 


failing to "aggressively pursue" the securing of bids for light- 
ing and excavating work needed at several schools. 


Bid* (or the projects were to have been presented to the 


board but Wayne R. Fritch, architect with K. E. Unteed and 
Associates of Palatine, told the board In a memo that no bids 
were received. He tuggested the board rebid the project. 


Board Pres. Lloyd Demel suggested the board review its 


dealing with the architect for future projects. 


"They Ire acting like they're doing us a favor providing 


service* and If that's the case, I don't think we can be so 
patient in dealing with them," Demel said. Board member 
Leora Rosen added that delay In completing the project is 
coating the district money because the lack of exterior light- 
ing at Indian Grove School Is "definitely related to the van- 
dalism problem there." 


The lighting and excavating work is necessary to bring the 


schools Into compliance with state life safety code regu- 
lations. Bids were originally received for the work in January 
as part of an extensive life safety code project. The bids for 
lighting, and excavating, however, were rejected because of 
technicalities. 


The architect told the board he will "pursue individually" 


contractors who have indicated an Interest in bidding. 
More sidewalks sought 


The school board voted to participate in a citizens' com- 


mittee drive to get sidewalks put in along hazardous school 
routes, 


Board member Ted Wattenberg agreed to participate on 


the committee, chaired by Joan Haase, wife of board member 
William Haas*, 


The board also approved an .administration reguest to sub- 


mit a career awareness program to the state for possible 
funding. The district could receive as much as $1,665 if the 
program Is approved. 


The money would be used to purchase materials for the 


program. Career education was mandated several yean ago 
a* a curriculum repuirement by the Office of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. 


The board also approved submitting an application to the 


state for matching funds to implement a supplementary lab 
program to be included in the regular textbook science pro- 
gram. 


The project would be funded under a matching funds plan 


whereby the district and the state would each provide half the 
cost of the program. Maximum reimbursement for the proj- 
ect would be $3,191. The entire project will cost 16,382. 
Scout pancake breakfast 


The board gave approval to Boy Scout Troop Ml to conduct 


Its annual pancake breakfast In either the River Trails Junior 
High cafeteria or the Feehanville School cafeteria. 


The option to use either school was left open because facil- 


ities for cooking are the same at both schools. The adminis- 
tration recommended the Feehanville cafeteria because It has 
been district policy in the past not to open the junior high 
cafeteria to outside school groups. 


Supt. John Frldlund said the cafeteria staff does not want 


the cafeteria opened to others because it could create prob- 
lems with mixing of eqquipment and upsetting cafeteria sup- 
plies. 


Two board members, William Haase and Leora Rosen, 


voted against the measure because they felt the group should 
not be given the option to use the junior high cafeteria. 


The scout troop will be responsible for paying a cafeteria 


employe from the district to supervise the use of the facility.

Ringstvindled area of thousands 
Grand jury indicts bad-check passer

A federal grand jury has indicated a 


man suspected' of working for a 'state- 
wide bad-check ring that bilked suburban 
banks and businesses out of thousands of 
dollars in incidents dating back to 1972. 


The six-count indictment was returned 


Thursday against Willie Engram, 34, of 
Chicago, on charges of mail theft and 
publishing or endorsing falsely made and 
. forged checks. 


Engram was reportedly part of. a 40- 


member organization of swindlers who 
passed bogus and stolen checks in Des 
Plaines, Hoffman Estates, Schaumbtirg, 
Mount Prospect, Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove.

ONE 
OF 
the 
'indictment 


charges Engram with unlawful posses- 
sion of a United States Treasury check in 
August, 1972. The check was made out to 
a Chicago man for $399. 


A second and third count alleges that he 


endorsed and cashed that check at the 
National Bank of Austin, Chicago, in De- 
cember, 1972. 


Counts four, five and six name Eng- 


ram in the theft from the mail of another 
federal treasury check for $131, in De- 


cember, 1972, forging an endorsement on 
it and cashing it at the Austin Bank. 


According to Assistant U.S. Atty. Rich- 


ard Salas, tho indictment stemmed from 
an investigation by postal authorities act- 
ing on a call from officials at the Austin 
bank who reported that federal treasury 
checks'' were being deposited in com- 
mercial business and personal checking 
accounts. 


Inspectors aided by signature m-atch- 


ups traced Engram to the checks, and a 
federal warrant was issued in early 
January last year. 


THE WARRANT WAS put on detainer 


about a month later when Engram was 
arrested by Chicago police. He went to 
prison in October, receiving a one to 10- 
year sentence after pleading guilty to a 
theft charge. 


He was parolled last January after 


serving three months of the term. 


Chicago police brought a variety of 


theft and drug charges against Engram 
while Wheeling and Buffalo Grove au- 
thorities charged Engram with forgery 
and deceptive practices from incidents in 
those towns. All the charges with the ex- 
ception of a Chicago theft count were 


dropped. 


The arrest at his south side Chicago 


apartment in February of last year made 
a major dent in the ring's operation. 


Chicago Police 21st District vice unit 


investigator Dan McCarthy, who ar- 
rested Engram following a two-month 
probe, said the check cashing machines, 
stolen blank checks, narcotics and hypo- 
dermic needles was the largest haul of 
equipment confiscated from the group. 


ENGRAM WAS described as a middle- 


level "businessman check passer" in an 
organizational chart worked out by in- 
vestigators describing the hierarchy of 
the ring. 


"I've made quite a few other forgery 


arrests in the last year but I haven't 
traced anyone back to this ring," said 
McCarthy. "They haven't been too active 
in this area because a few people consid- 
ered pretty high up in the organization 
are in jail." 


He also said information turned up as 


a result of Engram's capture has led to 
arrests of other suspected check forgers.

closed their books on the case. One Illi- 
nois Bureau of Investigation agent said 
an ex-convict believed to be the leader of 
the ring has left the area and may now 
be living on the East Coast. 


' THE RING WAS believed active in the 
northwest suburbs in 1972 and parts of 
1973. Numerous bad check incidents were 
reported throughout the area and author- 
ities said the ring was responsible for 
stealing some $2 million from banks and 
business all over the state with phony 
checks. 


Ring members would specialize 
in 


slipping forged checks past tellers and 
clerks at banks, savings and loan associ- 
ations and supermarkets. 


There were at least 25 reported in- 


cidents last year of suspected ring mem- 
bers swindling used and late model car 
owners in the area out of their autos by 
paying with a bogus check. 


In addition to forging checks, the ring 


was believed to have been stealing per- 
sonal checks from th'e mails which would 
later be cashed in banks. 


Area police also dealt the organization 


a jolt, nabbing two of the alleged higher- 
ups on forgery charges late in 1972 and 
early last year.

January, 1973 after Des Plaines police 
said he tried to cash a forged check at 
the First National Bank of Des Plaines. 


Turner pleaded guilty to a theft charge

Turner is currently in prison. 


A little more than a month earlier, a 


police chase and a bad check incident at 
Hoffman Estates led to the arrest of an- 
other of the alleged checkpassers, Harold 
Swanson, 40, of 1314 Rosedale Ave., Chi- 
cago. 


He was later broughgt to court on six 


charges but was convicted of forgery and 
is in prison.

It's Purim...joyous Jewish holiday

Purim — a joyous, though minor holi- 


day for Jews around the world. 


It's a time for noisemakers, carnivals, 


special foods, costume parades and festi- 
vals. And it's a time for Jews to look at 
their enemies — past and present — ,and 
shout a resounding "so there." 


Last night and this morning, members 


of synagogues across the country listen- 
ed to the reading of the Megillah, the 
Book of Esther, which recounts how their 
•ancestors 
overcame the ahti-Semetic 


prime minister of Persia who tried to 
annihilate their race. 


The story tells of Haman, the prime 


minister, who planned to wipe out the 
Jewish population of Persia because of 
their beliefs, and who has been cast as 
the prototype of all persecutors of Jewish 
people. The story, according to Rabbi 
Jay Karzan of Maine Township Jewish 
Congregation of Des Plaines, marks the 
first serious anti-Semetic event in his- 
tory. 


Haman drew lots, "Purim," to deter- 


mine the date on which the Jews were to 
be exterminated. Haman was toppled 
and his plot destroyed through the efforts 
of Esther, the wife of the King of Persia 
and herself a Jew, and Rabbi Mordecai, 
Esther's cousin. 


PURIM, THE last holiday of the He- 


brew calendar year, is more than an an- 
cient tale of anti-Semetism. The Jews 
have turned the incident into a modern 
day message,to the world. 


"From time immemorial Hamans have 


arisen to accomplish exactly the same 
purpose," said 
Rabbi Karzan. "All 


through 
history tyrants 
have 
risen 


against us only to fall in defeat while the 
Jew continues to survive. 


"Today, too, the' happenings which oc- 


cur to leave the Jew victorious in his 
many encounters with extinction certain- 
ly are not coincidental. The hand of God 
is present at all times — leading us, 
guiding us against all those who rise 
against us. We hope that someday the 
people of the world will learn the example 
of Purim and its significance," he said. 


PURIM IS observed as a huge joke. 


Children at Beth Tikvah, Hoffman Es- 
tates, woodfield Jewish Congregation, 
Schaumburg, and MTJC in Des Plaines 
this week held costume parades, masca- 
rading as Haman and other characters. 


"We had about 100' Esthers, 50 Mor- 


decais, 20 Hamans and even a few kids 
that dressed up as Hanantashen (a small 
three'cornered cake)," said Rabbi Hillel 
Gamoran of Beth Tikvah.

The area southeast 
of the ditch contains less fill. 


The results of the first tests were used 


by the ICDB to rule the site unacceptable 
for building. However, after reviewing 
the second tests, conducted by Testing 
Services Corp. of Wheaton, Knocke said 
the ICDB would review its decision. 


Knocke has said that based on tbe sec- 


ond set of tests, it is "quite possible" the 
ICDB will allow construction of the 
school at the site. It is believed that 
Knocke's visit to Maryville yesterday is 
an indication the site may yet be found 
acceptable if tests to be taken confirm 
the results of Testing Services Corp. find- 
ings. 


KNOCKE SPECULATED that it would 


take two weeks to a month before any 
definite decision is made on the Mary- 
ville site. "It's logical for us to try to 
move as quickly as possible but that's a 
nebulous term," Knocke said.

Defeat of RTA wouldn't kill mass transit for area

The Regional Transportation Authority 


referendum could be voted clown on 
March 10 without 
jeopardizing mass 


transportation in the Chicago area for 
ever, according to provisions in the bill. 


Even if the referendum is defeated, the 


RTA bill still exists as law enacted by 
the Illinois General Assembly, according 
to 
State 
Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights. His theory weakens 
charges of RTA proponents who have 
said the present bill must be passed or 
the legislature will not come up with an- 
other one for several years. Some bus or 
commuter train lines might be out of 
business by then, the proponents say. 


As specified in the bill, the RTA cannot 


be established until there is a favorable 


vote in a referendum in the six-county 
area, but Schlirkman said that does not 
mean the bill itself dies with the unsuc- 
cessful referendum. 


Senate Bill 27 can be amended, instead 


of drawing up a new bill and going 
through the pains of setting up the com- 
promises that went into the present legis- 
lation. Amendments would requie a 
simple 
majority 
in 
the 
legislature, 


whereas a new bill would require 60 per 
cent support, as Senate Bill 27 did. 


GEORGE RANNEY JR., chairman of 


the RTA Citizens Committee for Better 
Transportation, the major organization 
supporting passage of the March 19 ref- 
erendum, said the theory is apparently 
true, but it doesn't affect most of the 
points of the present bill. 


Ranney said SchJickman apparently is 


indicating that he can now work with the 
present bill, but Schlickman said he has 
never said he couldn't. 


Amendments that Schlickman deems 


necessary to offer residents a better ref- 
erendum, probably for the November 
election, include: 


• Giving representation to every coun- 


ty in the region, regardless of one-man, 
one-vote mathematics. 


• Carefully defining and limiting the 


powers of the board. 


• Tightening the 
planning 
section 


(Schlickman would like specific direc- 


tions that the RTA would comply with 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission master plan). 


• Eliminating the opportunity of an 


appointed board to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds in private sale. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID getting the simple 


majority for approval of amendments 
will be easier in the spring session be- 
cause the original supporters plus about 
15 of those who voted against it should 
all be in favor by then. "Daley, the legis- 
lative leaders and the governor will have 
to compromise with the rest of the legis- 
lature," he said. He expects downstate 
support to continue because appropria- 
tions of the $200 million in highway bonds 


promised in return for RTA votes have 
to be approved again by the legislature.

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Trustees seek 
to aid service 
station owners

"You guys are catching hell. How can 


we help you solve a problem that's ours 
also?" asked Elk Grove Village Trustee 
Ed Kenna of a group of area gasoline 
station owners yesterday. 


Twenty-two dealers were asked to the 


meeting to exchange ideas on the gas 
shortages and long lines at service sta- 
tions but only five showed up at the vil- 
lage hall, 


The session, called.by Kenna, was the 


first of several to be held between village 
officials and station owners on the situ- 
ation. 


THE GAS PUMPERS said their biggest 


concern was that they are receiving less 
gas this month than in February. 


Wally Oombrowski, a Standard station 


operator, said, "Even this meeting and 
our telling you that we're getting about 
To per cent of our allocation this month 
will create a panic." 


"The minute people hear we've got 


less gas tlte lines and the abuse will start 
again. You village officials and mostly 
the news media could do station owners 
a great service by getting people in the 
right mental attitude." 


Dombrowski said 
another problem 


area dealers face is the daytime influx of 
outsiders who work in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage's 800-plant industrial park. "Our 
gasoline allocations are based on the vil- 
lage's actual or nighttime population of 
25.000. but we get over 70,000 people in 
here during the day when they come to 
work. 


"THEY'RE TRYING to.gas up in our 


community, many of them use our ga- 
rages for repair work and they constitute 
a regular customer yet they never figure 
in our allocation," according to Dom- 
browski. 


He added, "Big shots in government 


keep telling me I'll get gas, but the guy 
that holds the nozzle that turns it loose 
under my station doesn't do it." 


"There are no lines outside my station 


now because news media isn't bomb- 
arding people with the facts that we are 


short of gas, but by the end of the month 
I'll be short again and the lines and the 
abuse might begin again," he said. 


A n o t h e r Standard dealer, George 


Beach, a board member of the Illinois 
Gasoline Dealers Assn., said, "The IGDA 
is working to fix it so we can serve just 
the people who are our 'regulars and oth- 
ers as we see fit." 


HE CALLED ON gasoline dealers to 


regulate themselves and said IGDA offi- 
cials are working with legislators in 
hopes of increasing gas allotments to 
area dealers. 


Beach predicted an oil company take- 


over of all stations during the next year. 
"They're forcing many men into bank- 
ruptcy and loss of franchise by raising 
their rent." 


According to Beach, gasoline com- 


panies are not supplying some dealers 
with enough gas to pump to meet rental 
payments. Station rents arc determined 
for some dealers on a minimum amount 
of gas dealers must pump each month. 


Shell stations in the area have been hit 


the hardest, with most of them receiving 
only 60 per cent of the gas they have 
requested for this month, according to 
Beach. 


Kenna said the village has received 


about 75 per cent of the gasoline alloca- 
tion it needs for the fleet of vehicles 
owned by the village. 


"YOU STATION OWNERS and we offi- 


cials have a group of people in common— 
our taxpayers and constituents and your 
customers," Kenna said. 


"I grew up on the advice that if you 


want to tell a man how to run his busi- 
ness, be ready to pay his bills on the first 
of the month," he said. 


"When the lines hit you again as you 


seem to indicate they might, let's meet 
again to see what this village can do to 
help. 


"Perhaps it will be just police protec- 


tion or traffic direction. Perhaps it will 
be to help apply pressure to the federal 
energy office, but whatever it is, it will 
be to help keep you working and never to 
tell you how to run your business."

Weather stalls fire-aid protection bill progress 


Bad went her and a late plane delayed 


the introduction of the rural-aid protec- 
tion bill this week in the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount 


Prospect, boarded a plane Wednesday to 
attend the one-day session of the legisla- 
ture, but was fouled up by bad weather 
and missed the whole thing. As a result, 


he was unable to file the rural-aid bill 
that would allow taxing for • emergency 
service in unincorporated areas. 


Regner said yesterday 'he would file 


this and other bills when the legislature 
reconvenes April 4. 


THE BILL, originally sponsored by 


Regner In the Senate last spring, was de- 
feated in committee by what Regner 


termed an anti-township,'vote. 


The new rural-aid bill is essentially the 


same one Regner introduced in the past 
but it now holds the title "fire and ambu- 
lance service to unincorporated areas." 


The bill provides townships with the 


power to tax unincorporated-area resi- 
dents for emergency protection and to 
contract for such service for them. 


' spurs election law investigation

An apparent "clown" in the Cook 


County clerk's office spurred a state's at- 
torney's investigation of possible election 
law violations In Schaumburg Township. 


No violations were found, and the 


books now are closed on what State Rep. 
Donald Totten. R-Hoffman Estates, town- 
ship Republican commltteeman, at first 
suspected was an attempt to bribe elec- 
tion judges. 


Totten learned Feb. 21 that some Re- 


publican judges for the March 19 prima- 
ry election were receiving phone calls 
from a person who wished to deliver 
"free gifts." The caller did not identify 
himself, said Totten, who planned to ar- 
range for at least one judge to accept a 
gift to learn who was the benefactor. 


AS OF FEB. 21, only three judges had 


received the offer, and all had turned it 
down, said Totten. Two days later, anoth- 


er judge reported a similar call. 


The information was "very indefinite," 


said Totten, but the caller did make a 
point of the fact he was contacting only 
election judges. The "gift" was to be de- 
livered March 15, said Totten. 


By that time, Totten had discussed the 


m a t t e r with other towiiship com- 
mitteemen in the suburbs. None of them 
had received reports on any such calls,

The resurrection of the bill came in the 


aftermath'of a tragedy Jan. 6 which took 
the life of a woman in unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township. Jean Pettee, eight 
months pregnant with her sixth child, 
died in her home just three blocks from 
the hospital and four blocks away from 
the Elk Grove Village Fire Department 
while waiting for ambulance service 
from the Roselle Fire Department ap- 
proximately 6 miles away. 


BECAUSE THE family lived in an 


unincorporated pocket of the township 
where residents pay no fire tax to any 
protection district, they had the option of 


< contracting with nearby Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Roselle or to not contract with any- 
one. 


Following the death, Elk Grove Village 


officials changed a village policy that 
stated fire and ambulance service would 
be provided to 'nearby unincorporated 
areas only if contracted for. 


The village officials pledged ambu- 


lance and fire service to unincorporated 
areas while legislators like Regner 


worked for passage of a bill that, would, 


' according to them, ensure every resident 


in an unincorporated area of protection. 


ELK GROVE Township has also come 


out in support of the legislation. Officials 
have promised that, should it pass, they 
will implement a taxing system to give 
unincorporated 
areas, emergency 
ser- 


vices. 


Two 3rd District Republican state rep- 


resentatives, Donald Totten, R-Hoffman 
E s t a t e s , and Virginia Macdonald, 
D-Arlington Heights, have said they will 
support Regner's bill when it reaches the 
House. 


Others,

strongly against the 'bill. State Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
has critized local legislators for jumping 
to the support of the -bill because of the 
Pettee crisis. Mrs. Chapman has stated 
she will not support the bill because it 
gives power to an "archaic form of gov- 
ernment" and that the bill does not re- 
spond to the need of people in unincorpo- 
rated areas.

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Unspoiled prairie awaits spring 


'Friends' hope to preserve living memorial to history

It doesn't look like much right now. 


The winds of winter have roared 
across the no-acre patch of ground 
southwest of the Northwest Highway 
S-cui've le.n'ing a dormant field. 


But as the weather warms, the na- 


tive grasses and flowers will begin to 
bloom, the dull brown deadness of 
winter will depart and a life will re- 
turn. 


Amidst the warehouses, railroad 


tracks and hub-bub of urbanized Des 
Plaines exists this anonymous tract 
which may be one of the few virgin 
prairies left in the state. 


Experts believe the land was never 


developed or even used extensively 
for gracing. It has not felt the cold 
steel 
shudder 
of 
a 
plowshare 


for at least 100 years. But during the 
pa^t year, the prairie's owner, the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. has 
been using the area as a dumping 
ground, possibly not recognizing the 
uniqueness of the land. 


THE PRAIRIE has some friends 


— some who marvel at the natural 
phenomena and the 
bountiful bo- 


nanza of wild plants and grasses, and 
others who are satisfied to stroll 
along picking the wild strawberries 
and asparagus that abounds. 


There are youngsters content to 


trail 
along 
behind 
their 
parents 


speaking words of amazement as a 
pheasant pops from behind a clump 
of tall grass and scurries away. 


There are also more scientitlcally- 


mmded adults who find enjoyment in 
finding a new species of plant out 
there. 


Some fear the continued dumping 


might end all this. They worry that 
the slice of Illinois natural history 
could be lost to future generations. 


At 
least 
two 
of 
the 
prairie's 


friends, Roger Matteson and James 
Androff, two neighbors from Orchard 
Court, have renewed hopes of saving 
the land for the future. They have 
worked for the past eight years to 
obtain 
official 
recognition 
and a 


pledge of preservation for the land. 


While some state agencies who 


deal with conservation 
and open 


space believe the tract is unique, 
they also note some problems in de- 
veloping a comprehensive program. 


THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists. 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of steel and 
junk started about a year ago, some 
of the prairie's friends thought the 
end was near. 


"I'd just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
droff. professor of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola. 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought to the effort to save the 
prairie. Androff will meet with mem 
bers of the Des Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and its preservation as part of the 
city's 
celebration 
of the 
nation's 


200th birthday. 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lems of accessibility can be worked 
out. So does Wayne Schimpff, direc- 
tor of environmental education for 
the Open Lands Project. 


Schimpff indicated that the prairie 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreation for local residents. 


It is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Schimpff describe 
the land. 


What might look like a parcel of 


untended weeds 
which would not 


even make a good ball field, actually 
contains much history. 


ILLINOIS, AS it's nickname re- 


veals once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 
. 


When the Open Lands Project, a 


non-governmental, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, surveys showed there were 
only a few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the whole state. 


Public support has grown, most no- 


tably to save the Peacock Prairie in 
Glenview, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 
grasses. 


"We might be able to fence it off to 


protect and set up educational sta- 
tions so that people could learn a • 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several' different 
types of prairie land. There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there. 


"It is just beautiful because there 


is something different there every 
few weeks," he said. 


"The place is a virtual garden of 


Wild flowers and plants in the spring 
and summer and the wild fruit and 
vegetables that grow there are beau- 
tiful" he said. 


"We have been trained to like 


manicured lawns and parks, but 
there is nothing more aesthetic than 
a prairie," Androff added. 


But the land might vanish below 


loads of trash. 


R. B. TAYLOR, general sales man- 


ager of the C & N.W. real estate divi- 
sion, said he could see problems with 
allowing people to wander through 
the area. 


"We have a lot of railroad oper- 


ations, in addition to the power lines 
that run above the property," he 
said. 
However, he did not completely 
rule out the possibility of preserving 
the prairie. 


"We are always willing to talk, we 


have worked with other groups on 
projects such as this in the past," he 
said. 


The problems that surround the 


possibility of keeping this slice of Illi- 
nois history open to the future gener- 
ations might be too great. 


Andre ft and Matteson believe it 


can be accomplished if the public be- 
comes i-iterested. 


"It would be sad to lose this land, 


there is too much beauty," Androff 
remarked while looking through a 
slide taken some years ago of the 
land in full bloom. 


"It would be sad."

Less than 12 hours after Nick Hasan 


locked the door of his Schaumburg home 
for the last time Wednesday afternoon, 
the sphMevel at 627 Balboa Ct. was gut- 
ted by fire. 


Schaumburg police and fire officials 


estimate damage at about $5,000. An ar- 
son investigation is in progress, based on 
the discovery of three empty lighter fluid 
cans at the fire scene, said Police Chief 
Martin J. Conroy. 


Hasan, and neighbors think the fire 


may have been set by someone who ob- 
jects to the family soon scheduled to take 
occupancy. 


"I T01.D THE neighbors the house had 


been sold to a black family and they 
comforted me more than I did them." 
said Hasan, who told of a farewell party 
neighbors hosted for his family Sunday. 


He said that the sale has not been 


closed since the buyer Is waiting for 
mortgage approval. 


"I'm sorry for society. Insurance will 


cover the house but what will protect us 
from sick people who would do a thing 
like this," he remarked. 


Ellen Askrens, his next door neighbor, 


said she can't believe what happened. "I 
was sorry to see Hasans leave, but we 
were looking forward to the new people," 
she said, expressing concern for what 
"the new owners must think." 


MRS. ASKRENS SAID her young son 


is frequently hospitalized "and right now 
he believes all Negroes are nurses. I 
hoped he would have a chance to learn 
better," she said. 


But Mrs. Askrens told of hearing a 


noise in her backyard about 11:30 p.m. 
Wednesday. On checking she discovered 
nothing. 


At about 2 a.m., she said, she was 


awakened by what she thought was "the 
odor of smoke." But again, a check of 
her house and a glance out the window 
toward the Hasan house produced noth- 
ing. 


"I found out how wrong I had been 


when fire sirens awakened us," she said. 


CAROLYN HALL described the fire as 


"terrible." She, too, said she was looking 
forward to meeting the "new neighbors 
and getting to know them just as any* 
other couple." 


Mrs. Hall does not consider her neigh- 


borhood "unsafe" but said she "might 
change her mind if we ever decide to 
sell." 


ANOTHER NEIGHBOR, Joyce DeVita, 


thinks the fire was a "shame" but says 
she had no unsusual feelings about pros- 
pective 
black 
neighbors 
though 
she 


claims "it would be preferable to see the 
area remain all white." 


Conroy is not convinced the fire was a 


result of "racial tension." "Schaumburg 
has been an integrated community for at 
least 12 years now and we have never 
had any problems," he said. 


Conroy emphasized the detective bu- 


reau is following up a number of "leads 
and other information" which have been 
obtained. 


The report of a state fire marshal who 


visited the fire scene late yesterday is 
expected within several days, he said.

Fight to save prairie 


Railroad owns one of state's last unspoiled areas

It doesn't look like much right now. 


The winds of winter have roared 
across the 30-acre patch of ground 
southwest of the Northwest Highway 
S-curve leaving a dormant field. 


But as the weather warms, the na- 


tive trasses and flowers will begin to 
bloom, the dull brown dcadness of 
winter will depart and a life will re- 
turn. 


Amidst the warehouses4, railroad 


tracks and hub-bub of urbanized Des 
Plaines exists this anonymous tract

Purim: lesser know, but

Purim — a joyous, though minor holi- 


day for Jews around the world. 


It's a time for noisemakers, carnivals, 


special foods, costume parades and festi- 
vals. And it's a time for Jews to look at 
their enemies — past and present — and 
shout a resounding "so there." 


Last night and this morning, members 


of synagogues across the country listen- 
ed (o the reading of the Megillah, the 
Book of Esther, which recounts how their 
ancestors 
overcame 
the anti-Semetic 


prime minister of Persia who tried to 
annihilate their race. 


The story tells of Haman. the prime 


minister, who planned to wipe out the 
Jewish population of Persia because of 
their beliefs, and who has been cast as 
the prototype of all persecutors of Jewish 
people. The story, according to Rabbi 
Jay Karxnn of Maine Township Jewish 
Congregation of Des Plaines, marks the 
first serious anti-Scmetlc event in his- 
tory. 


Uaman drew lots. "Purim." to deter- 


mine the date on which the Jews were to 
lie exterminated. Haman was 
toppled 


and his plot destroyed through the efforts 
of Esther, the wife of the King of Persia 
and herself a Jew, and Rabbi Mortlecai, 
Esther's cntisin.

hrcw calendar year, is more than an an- 
ci'.-nt tale of anli-Scmctism, The Jews 
have turned the incident into a modern 
(lav message to the world. 


"From time immemorial Hamans have 


arisen to accomplish exactly the same 
purpose." 
said 
Rabbi 
Karzan. "All 


through 
history 
tyrants 
have 
risen 


against us only to fall in defeat while the 
Jew continues to survive. 


"Today, too,, the happenings which oc- 


cur to leave the Jew victorious in his 
many encounters with extinction certain- 
ly are not coincidental. The hand of God 
is present at all times — leading us, 
guiding us against all those who rise 
against us. We hope that someday the 
people of the world will learn the example 
of Purim and its significance," he said. 


PURIM IS observed as a huge joke. 


Children at Beth Tikvah, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Woodfield Jewish Congregation, 
Schaumburg, and MTJC in Des Plaines 
this weak held costume parades, masca- 
rading as Haman and other characters. 


"We had about 100 Esthers, 50. Mor- 


decais, 20 Hamans and even a few kids 
that dressed up as Hanantashen (a small 
three cornered cake)," said Rabbi Hillel 
Gamoran of Beth Tikvah. 


During Purim services held Thursday 


night and this morning, children let out 
with noisemakers, "greggars," and wor- 
shippers protest the prime minister at 
each mention of Haman's name.

friends, Roger Matteson and James 
Androff, two neighbors from Orchard 
Court, have renewed hopes of saving 
the land for the future. They have 
worked for the past eight years to 
obtain official 
recognition and a 


pledge of preservation for the land. 


While some state agencies who 


deal with conservation 
and open 


space believe the tract is unique, 
they also note some problems in de- 
veloping a comprehensive program. 


THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists. 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of steel and 
junk started about a year ago, some 
of the prairie's friends thought the 
end was near. 


"I'd just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
droff, professor of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola, 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought to the effort to save the 
prairie. Androff will meet with meni 
bers of the Des Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and its preservation as part of the 
city's - celebration 
of 
the 
nation's 


200th birthday. 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lems of accessibility can be worked 
out. So does Wayne Schimpff, direc- 
tor of environmental education for 
the Open Lands Project. 


Schimpff indicated that the prairie 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreatien for local residents. 


It is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Schimpff describe 
the land. 


What might look like a parcel of 


untended weeds which would not 
even make a good ball field," actually 
contains much history. 


ILLINOIS, AS it's nickname re- 


veals once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 


When the Open Lands Project, a 


non-governmental, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, 
surveys showed there were 


only a few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the whole state. 


Public support has grown, most no- 


tably to save the Peacock Prairie in 
Glenview, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 
grasses. 


"We might be able to fence it off to 


protect and set up educational sta- 
tions so that people could learn a 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several different 
types of prairie land. There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there.

David Carey knows the way things 


work in Springfield. He's been there for 
the past eight years off and on, walking 
the halls of the Capitol Building, meeting 
the people who make state government 
work, and watching. 


He has been watching with open eyes 


the work of the 2nd District representa- 
tive and David Carey says he doesn't 
like what he has seen. 


"We have three legislators in the 2nd 


I Kstrict and only a total of 19 bills were 
introduced by them." And that is a sorry 
record, he says. "This isn't representing 
the people of the district." 


CAREY, 35, has lived all his life in El- 


gin and has been involved all his adult 
life in Democratic politics. His first as- 
signment in Springfield was as staff as- 
sistant to the Democratic leadersip in the 
Illinois House for four years before be- 
coming an assistant superintendent for 
state governmental relations in the office 
of Supt. Michael Bafcalis in 1971. He 
holds that job today but pledges to be a 
full-time legislator, if elected tc. the 
House. 


He cites his own nonelected record. "I 


got'38 bills through" while working for 
Bakalis. "If elected, I pledge full time to 
the job. He feels $17,500, the salary of a 
state1 representative, is money enough 
not to hold a second job. 


"I have more experience in dealing 


with the Legislature than all of the in- 
cumbents can muster collectively . . . 
My experience means one thing to the 
voters, of this district — a greater voice 
in Springfield." 


He has shaken a lot of hands while 


working in Bakalis' office. His job is that 
of a lobbyist, a liaison with the General 
Assembly and the state education office, 
working for legislation in educational 
areas. 


But he 'believes his specialty in the 


Legislature as a Democratic representa- 
tive from the 2nd District would be fi-

nance. "A lot can be done in state fi- 
nance. The legislature should begin to set 
priorities and stick to them. Put money 
where priorites are."' 


THE NORTHWEST suburbs have some 


good 
legislators, 
he says, including

educational specialist. "She is excellent," 
he adds. "We need more like her . . . 
who give full time to the job of being a 
representative. 


"There is a crisis in government.

He ponts to what he contends is an ex-

"There's no reason two Democrats 


can't take two seats in the district," says 
James Moats, musing on his chances of 
being one of them. 


It sounds rather optimistic, considering 


how things have gone politically in the 
Northwest suburbs. The way it works 
here is that 'two Republicans are elected 
and a Democrat; usually the Democrat 
gets in only Because the law says there 
must be a minority representative. 


And even in 1974, most observers doubt 


two Democrats can pull it off. But 
Moats, 42, is a first-time politician, a de- 
termined one, who talks about his state- 
gy like an. Army officer maps out his 
plans for a summer war game — or 
maybe it just sounds that way because 
Moats spent 20 years in the military ser- 
vice, living all over the country. 


Now he is retired from the service and 


settled in Glendale Heights. He is a 
member of the Glendale Heights Plan 
Commission and believes his work on'that 
board — reviewing developers' plans — 
helps him understand one of te district's 
major problems: flooding. 


HE SAYS CONTROL of flood water 


can 
only 
be 
accomplished 
on 
a 


regional basis, and he supports state law 
requiring regional planning for flood con- 
trol. "Without that a community to the 
north puts in a large building devel- 
opment creating flooding in the south, 
and problems like those cannot be 
planned for locally." 


Politically he calls himself a DuPage 


County organizaton Democrat — a" cross 


between the Walker and Daley forces 
•within his party. 


If electd, he pledges to quit his job as 


business manager of Herrick House Chil- 
dren's Center in Bartlett and give full 
time to being a representative. 


Moats has taken a stand oh state sales 


tax distribution to municipalities that 
certainly would be unpopular in places 
like Schaumburg. He believes sales tax 
revenue from huge shopping centers 
should not be rebated totally to the com- 
munity where the center is located. 


For instance, instead of the full one 


per cent in sales tax rebates to Schaum- 
burg from sales generated at Woodfield, 
Moats advocates one-half per cent to 
Schaumburg and the other one-half per 
cent to the state to be used in financing 
schools throughout Illinois. 


"People from all over shop there, (at 


regional shopping centers)," he says. 


And by aiming some of the money to- 
ward the schools, Moats believes the bur- 
den will be taken from the property own- 
er who pays the built of his taxes to sup- 
port schools. "Single-family homes can- 
not continue to support schools," he says. 


ALTHOUGH THE DISTRICT is diverse 


with residents of varied lifestyles and in- 
comes, he says, "the suburbs basically 
have the same problems. 


One of those problems he hopes to 


remedy is the lack of workers for subur- 
ban industries. In his own municipality 
he says an industry almost left town be- 
cause it could not find skilled workers. 


He would work for several changes in 


the RTA bill including alloction of reve- 
nue collected in the suburbs be spent 
here and expansion of the RTA board to 
give the suburbs better representation. 
"We need a board accountable to the 
people," he says, adding that he belives 
some of the RTA board members should 
be elected. 


With his 20 years of military service be- 


hind him, he says he would be especially 
effective in legislation affecting veterans. 
He hopes to work on the veteran's affairs 
committee. 


He questions the state lottery and 


whether it will generate as much reve- 
nue as expected. But the lottery would be 
useful if the money from it is used to 
support schools. 


In announcing his candidacy, Moats 


pledges to "return government to the 
people of the state . . . rather than to 
special interest that now seems to be in 
control." 


Mugalian: party labels are a trap

Richard A. Mugalian says he can't be 


bought. 


"I don't receive any political favors 


. and, 'therefore, I don't owe any political 
debts," he explains. 


Technically, Mugalian is a Democrat, 


but in his two years in the Illinois House 
of Representatives he says he has dem- 
onstrated he is more concerned with is- 
sues than party labels. 


"I see no legislative problem or state 


goal that is necessarily definable in 
terms of party politics. Party issues 
arise only because party leaders make 
them," says Mugalian. 


MUGALIAN SAYS he would go as far 


as to' vote for a Republican Speaker of 
the House if it would help depoliticize the 
position 
and suggests Rep. Eugene 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, might 


• be a good candidate. 


"Either we have 177 legislators who all 


participate in the legislative process or 
we have a legislature of two'people — a 
. Republican and a Democrat," he contin- 
ues. 


"I just can't understand straight party 


voting," he said, referring to his own 
record. "We have got to get out of the 
trap of party labels if we are going to 
make any progress." 


Mugalian's non-partisan voting record 


i last year earned him the distinction of 


being named as one of the "best legisla- 
tors of 1973" by the Independent Voters 
of Illinois. He realizes IVI's endorsement 
may not win him many votes in the 
heavily Republcan 2nd Legislative Dis- 
trict, but he Is hopeful voters will reelect

him to one of three seats in the district. 


MUGALIAN SEES no conflict with his 


dual role as state legislator and Demo- 
cratic committeeman of Palatine Town- 
ship. In fact, he feels his position as com- 
mitteeman has helped him maintain his 
independence in the legislture. 


"I have the luxury of not having to go to 


any party leaders to ask for favors," he 
explains, adding his campaigns for both 
posts are kept free of the organization 
and any support from within is on an 
independent basis. 


And there rests the problem Mugalian 


sees with the current political setup in 
other districts. All legislators want« to be 
independent.but in order to get elected 
they have to brand themselves as coer- 
cible and go along with whatever the po- 
litical bosses say, he claims. 


MUGALIAN DOESN'T see his lack of 


a strong party identity as a deterrent to 
his effectiveness in the House. 


"People know where I stand and my 


influence is based on my record and ap- 
proach," he says. During his first two 
years in the House he introduced six bills 
and was co-sponsor of 21 other bills. 


Mugalian has been aided in the draft- 


ing of bills and evaluation of others by 
three task forces concerned with land 
use, 
mental health and publis schools. 


Membership on the task forces comes 
from residents within the district. More 
than 90 residents of the district have 
been active in the volunteers corps. 


While most politicians up for reelecton 


are clamoring for tax relief, Mugalian 
candidly admits he thinks people ought 
to forget about tax relief. 


"I question how much could really be 


saved (by tax relief)," said Mugalian, ' 
adding more money not less is needed' 
for programs and services. He also said 
he 
would 
favor 
giving public 
aid 


recipients a cost of living increase before 
he voted for any tax relief measure. 


MUGALIAN DOESN'T see the RTA 


proposal passing in the 2nd District on 
March 19 but thinks it will be a close 
"no" vote. Personally, he favors the bill 
althouh he had not formed an opinion 
when the house voted on the RTA bill 
and his vote is recorded as "present." 


"I think the present bill is better than I 


thought at first, and it is something we 
need," says Mugalian. After carefully re- 
viewing the bill the benfits appear to out- 
weigh the disadvantages, he adds. 


In regard to vesting authority in the 


RTA to condemn park property, Muga- 
lian said he felt people were reacting to a 
possibility and not a probability.

If your neighbor isn't talking to you 


because you have a behemoth camper 
parked in your driveway and he thinks it 
is ugly out there, 


If you tend to agree with him 
If you have lawn equipment, assorted 


junk and out of season clothes taking up 
space In your house where you'd like to 
put a pool table . 


DAVE FAESTEL might have the an- 


swer to your problem. 


For the house over run with so much 


hobby equipment that the llvingroom is 
furnished with a work bench and,a sew- 
ing table, Faestel might have an alterna- 
tive. 


And. the traveling .salesman storing his 


widget samples In the baby's nursery 
might be able to get them out of there if 
the local entrepreneur sees his plans be- 
come reality. 


Faestel, 29. lives In Hoffman Estates 


and wants to build a warehouse-type 
building where people in the surrounding 
area can rent space cheap to store things 
when they don't need them. 


The 48,000'$C|uare-foot building, pro- 


posed at the Barnngton Square Park for 
Industry. Barrington and Hassell roads, 
is now up for consideration by the vil- 
lage's zoning board. 


FAESTEL SAID there will be closed 


off areas, between 5-by-10 and 20-by-30 
feet, available at costs now anticipated 
at to to 20 cents per square-foot per 
month 


People renting the space will lease it 


on a one-month, six-month or one-year 
basis. Each area will be enclosed with 
ribbed steel siding The renter will have 
his own key to the locker area and will 
have access between 7 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
each day. There will also be 24-hour se- 
curity. 


The "self-storage facility" was suc- 


cessfully initiated in the southwest sec- 
tion of the country and has since spread 
across the land, said Faestel 


They are operating or under construc- 


tion in 78 locations throughout the United 
States, he added. 


He personally plans five locations in 


the Chicago Metropolitan area and says 
there is another firm planning a self-stor- 
age facility in the northern suburbs. 
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WILL HE BE A success? To indicate 


he knows what he is doing, Faestel says 
he has four years experience in real es- 
tate sales and management during which 
he did $76 million in business. 


Automobiles, furniture, boats, snow- 


mobiles, camping equipment, business 
records, and small business inventories 
are just a few of the items he lists as 
acceptable for storage at the place he 
plans to build. 


Space has been rented in facilities 


of this type as meeting area for Scout 
groups too, he added. 


Anything combustable, explosives and 


unlawful items will be prohibited, he em- 
phasized. 


FAESTEL SAID the self-storage build- 


ing will be an asset because 'It cleans up 
the community." There Isn't a need for 
people to cover the open space around 
their house or apartment with sheds and 
vehicles, the whole area can become more 
attractive, he said. 


"And the cost is lower than anyone 


else can provide," he said about alterna- 
tives . . . buying storage sheds from 
Sears, building an addition onto the 
house, or using storage space available 
from moving van lines 


Officials in the village are looking for a 


zoning.category under which the self- 
storage facility can be classified, 


"It doesn't exist," Bob Valentino, zon- 


ing board chairman said this week. Offi- 
cials also want to see marketing data 
showing the proposal will be successful. 


ANOTHER CONCERN is the limited 


amount of space in Hoffman Estates 
zoned for industry. Officials, want to 
know what advantages the storage facil- 
ity will bring compared to the tax dollars 
and jobs manufacturing businesses pro- 
vide. 


Faestel is researching these questions 


further and will report March 19, when 
the zoning board continues.its hearing at 
8 p.m. in the municipal building, 1200 N. 
Gannon Dr.

cent support, as Senate Bill 27 did. 


GEORGE RANNEY JR., chairman of 


the RTA CitUens Committee for Better 
Transportation, the major organization 
supporting passage of the March 19 ref- 
erendum, said the theory is apparently 
true, but it doesn't affect most of the 
points of the present bill. 


Ranney said Schlickman apparently is 


indicating that he can now work with the 
present bill, but Schlickman said he has 
never said he couldn't. 


Amendments that Schlickman deems 


necessary to offer residents a better ref- 
erendum, probably for the November 
election, include1 


• Giving representation to every coun- 


ty in the region, regardless of one-man, 
one-vote mathematics. 


• Carefully defining and limiting the 


powers of the board 


• Tightening the planning 
section 


(Schlickman would like specific direc- 


tions that the RTA would comply with 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission master plan). 


• Eliminating the opportunity of an 


appointed board to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds in private sale. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID getting the simple 


majority for approval of amendments 
will be easier in the spring session be- 
cause the original supporters plus about 
15 of those who voted against it should 
all be in favor by then "Daley, the legis- 
lative leaders and the governor will have 
to compromise with the rest of the legis- 
lature," he said He expects downstate 
support to continue because appropria- 
tions of the $200 million in highway bonds 


promised in return for RTA votes have 
to be approved again by the legislature. 


Theoretically, amendments could be 


made to any part of the RTA bill, in- 
cluding elimination of a referendum in 
the six counties, but Schlickman said he 
doub 
;hat would happen If defeated

Despite law, 
bars still 
offer ivomen 
free booze

Ladies, drink while you can The flow 


of free liquor is about to dry up, but for 
now, singles bars in the Northwest sub- 
urbs are still sticking by the alcoholic 
magnet to draw women to their estab- 
lishments, particularly on "slow" nights. 


Most tavern owners who sponsor spe- 


cial "Ladies' Nights" of free or reduced- 
price drinks say they're waiting for offi- 
cial word before turning off the tap to 
women 


A Chicago federal court ruled last 


week that the practice of serving re- 
duced-price drinks to women on certain 
days of the week is discriminatory. Two 
Chicago bars, Jeremiah's and Chiam Inc. 
were cited in the ruling. The decision is 
expected to affect other bars as well. But 
as far as the patrons are concerned, 
there are few gripes about the free-drink 
policy and business Is going on as usual. 


FROM BOTH SIDES ft the sexual 


fence, most bar patrons say they like the 
idea of ladles' nights. Men believe it 
evens out the crowd by adding more 
women to the traditionally man-heavy 
scene And women, of course, like the 
free booze. 


"The men probably drink enough to 


make up for the girls' free drinks. I like 
the system," said 19-year-old Janet An- 
derson as she and her girlfriend sipped 
on free beers at Haymaker's in Palatine. 


Another Haymaker's patron, Karen 


Rowbottom. chimed In, "I'm not really 
into this Women's Lib thing I think it is 
nice." 


It was still early In the evening at Hay- 


maker's, and girls outnumbered guys 
during the free-drink period of 8 to 9:30 
pm. Tuesday. Later, the rooms would 
grow crowded as a band hammered Its 
beat Into the smoky air. But for now, the

An intercity bus system probably will 


,be provided in Rolling Meadows soon. 


That was the opinion expressed Thurs- 


day by Mayor Roland J. Meyer on the 
possible outcome of a study the city will 
undertake on providing a transit system 
for residents. 


City officials 'have agreed to meet with 


Claude G. Luisada of Metron Systems 
Corp. on a proosal to provide up to six 
types of specialized bus service for city 
residents. 


Luisada, whose company operates bus 


systems in Arlington Heights and Buffalo 
Grove, will meet with members of the 
city public works committee March 18 to 
begin a review of the transit proposals. 
The committee is expected to study the 
proposed plan and forward a recommen- 
dation to the city council 


"I'm hoping for an answer on this at 


least by the end of March or the first 
week in April, but it will be up to the 
committee," Meyer said. 


"I DO THINK that from this we will 


get at least some kind of intercity sys- 
tem," he added He said with the ex- 
pansion of the city, and particularly with 


the opening of shopping areas in the 
southeast portion of the city, a bus sys- 
tem could aid in transporting persons 
from the residential areas to the shop- 
ping areas. 


Meyer said a number of legal questions 


will have to be answered m addition to 
financial questions before a system can 
be started "The city attorney will have 
to look into the legality of having a bus 
run from here through Arlington Heights 
to the train stations," Meyer said 


Luisada's proposal for the city includes 


a service to the train stations in Arling- 
ton Heights, a service for residents who 
live and work within the city, a dial- 
a-bus service, a shopper's shuttle ser- 
vice, a Harper College service and a lim- 
ited out-of-town service for persons living 
in Rolling Meadows and working at 
Woodfield or the Motorola plant in 
Schaumburg. 


FUNDING FOR a city bus service 


would probably come from federal reve- 
nue sharing money, according to Meyer 
He ruled out, however, any possible fund- 
ing which might come if the regional 
transportation authority is approved m 
the March 19 referendum. 


"Even if it does go through. I've heard 


it could be up to 20 years before anything 
would be available for community bus 
services," Meyer said of the RTA 


City officials have asked residents to 


contact the city hall on whether they 
would use a bus system and if so how 
often 
Some 50 responses have now been 


turned m to city officials, Meyer said, all 
m favor of some kind of transportaton 
system. 


Results of the survey have been cate- 


gorized according to the needs expressed 
by those responding and a report of the 
results is being sent to the public works 
committee, Meyer said 


He added he spoke Wednesday with 


members of the Golden Years Club, a 
local senior 
citizens' group, on the 


proposed bus system. Several of the se- 
nior citizens expressed interest m a bus 
system and particularly one that could 
take them to doctors' offices m Arlington 
Heights, but Meyer said the legality and 
feasibility of an inter-community bus ser- 
vice will have to be studied.

THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of steel and 
junk started about a year ago, some 
of the prairie's friends thought the 
end was near 


"I'd -just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
droff, professor of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought lo the effort to save the 
prairie. Androff will meet with mem 
bers of the Des Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and its preservation as part of the 
city's celebration of the nation's 


200th birthday. 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lems of accessibility can be worked 
out. So does Wayne Sehimpff, direc- 
tot of environmental education for 
the Open Lands Project. 


Sehimpff indicated that the prairie 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreation for local residents 


It is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Sehimpff describe 
the land. 


What might look like a parcel of 


untended weeds which would 'not 
even make a good ball field, actually 
contains much history 


ILLINOIS, AS it's nickname re- 


veals once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 


When the Open Lands Project, a 


non-governmental, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, surveys showed there were 
only a few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the whole state. 
, 


Public support has grown, most no- 


tably to save the Peacock Prairie in 
Glenview, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 
grasses. 


"We might be able to fence it off'to 


protect and set up educational sta- 
tions so that people could learn a 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several different 
types of prairie land. There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there.

David Carey knows the way things 


work in Springfield. He's been there for 
the past eight years off and on, walking 
the halls of the Capitol Building, meeting 
the people who make state government 
work, and watching. 


He has been watching with open eyes 


the work of the 2nd District representa- 
tive and David Carey says he doesn't 
like what he has seen 


"We have three legislators in the 2nd 


District and only a total of 19 bills were 
introduced by them " And that is a sorry 
tecord, he says "This isn't representing 
the people of the district." 


CAREY, 35, has lived all his life in El- 


gin and has been involved all his adult 
life in Democratic politics. His first as- 
signment m Springfield was as staff as- 
sistant to the Democratic leadersip in the 
Illinois House for four years before be- 
coming an assistant superintendent for 
state governmental relations in the office 
of Supt. Michael Bafcalis in 1971. He 
holds that job today but pledges to be a 
full-time legislator, if elected to the 
House 


He cites his own nonelected record. "I 


got 38 bills through" while working for 
Bakalis "If elected, I pledge full time to 
the job He feels $17,500, the salary of a 
state representative, is money enough 
not to hold a second job. 


"I have more experience in dealing 


with the Legislature than all of the in- 
cumbents can muster collectively . . '. 
My experience means one thing to the 
voters of this district — a greater voice 
in Springfield " 


He has shaken a lot of hands while 


working in Bakalis' office. His job is that 
of a lobbyist, a liaison with the General 
Assembly and the state 'education office, 
working for legislation in educational 
areas. 


But he believes his specialty in the 


Legislature as a Democratic representa- 
tive from the 2nd District would be fi- 


nance "A lot can be done in state fi- 
nance The legislature should begin to set 
priorities and stick to them. Put money 
where pnontes are." 


THE NORTHWEST suburbs have some

Moats: 2 Democrats can win 2 seats

"There's no reason two Democrats 


can't take two seats in the district," says 
James Moats, musing on, his chances of 
being one of them. 


It sounds rather optimistic, considering 


how things have gone, politically in the 
Northwest suburbs. The way* it works 
here is that two Republicans are elected 
and a Democrat; usually the Democrat 
gets in only because fhe law says there 
must be a minority representative. 


And even in 1974, most observers doubt 


two Democrats can pull it off 
But 


Moats, 42, is a first-time politician, a de- 
termined one, who talks about his state- 
gy like an Army officer maps out his 
plans for a summer war game — or 
maybe it just sounds that way because 
Moats spent 20 years in the military ser- 
vice, living all over the country. 


Now he is retired from the service and 


settled in Glendale Heights. He is a 
member of the Glendale Heights Plan 
Commission and believes his work on that 
board — reviewing developers' plans — 
helps him understand one of te district's 
major problems' flooding. 


HE SAYS CONTROL of flood water 


can 
only 
be 
accomplished 
on 
a 


regional basis, and he supports state law 
requiring regional planning for flood con- 
trol. "Without that a community to the 
north puts in a large building devel- 
opment creating flooding in the south, 
and problems like those cannot be 
planned for locally." 


Politically he calls himself a DuPage 


County organizaton Democrat — a cross 


between the Walker and Daley forces 
within his party 


If electd, he pledges to quit his job as 


business manager of Herrick House Chil- 
dren's Center in Bartlett and -give full 
time to being a representative. 


Moats has taken a stand on state sales 


tax distribution to municipalities 
that 


certainly would be unpopular in places 
like Schaumburg. He believes sales tax 
revenue from huge shopping centers 
should not be rebated totally to the com- 
munity wheie the center is located. 


For instance, instead of the full one 


per cent in sales tax rebates to Schaum- 
burg from sales generated at Woodfield, 
Moats advocates one-half per cent to 
Schaumburg and the other one-half per 
cent to the state to be used in financing 
schools throughout Illinois. 


"People from all over shop there, (at 


regional shopping centers)," he says. 


And by aiming some of the money to- 
ward the schools, Moats believes the bur- 
den will be taken from the property own- 
er who pays the bulk of his taxes to sup- 
port schools. "Single-family homes can- 
not continue to support schools," he says. 


ALTHOUGH THE DISTRICT is diverse 


with residents of varied lifestyles and in- 
comes, he says, "the suburbs basically 
have the same problems 


One of those problems he hopes to 


remedy is the lack of workers for subur- 
ban industries. In his own municipality 
he says an industry almost left town be- 
cause it could not find skilled workers. 


He would work for several changes in 


the RTA bill including alloction of reve- 
nue collected in the suburbs be spent 
here and expansion of the RTA board to 
give the suburbs better representation. 
"We need a board accountable to the 
people," he says, adding that he behves 
some of the RTA board members should 
be elected 


With his 20 years of military service be- 


hind him, he says he would be especially 
effective in legislation affecting veterans. 
He hopes to work on the veteran's affairs 
committee 


He questions the state lottery and 


whether it will generate as much reve- 
nue as expected But the lottery would be 
useful if the money from it is used to 
support schools. 


In announcing his candidacy, Moats 


pledges to "return government to the 
people of the state .

Mugalian: party labels are a trap

Richard A. Mugalian says he can't be 


bought 


"I don't receive any political favors 


and, therefore, I don't owe any political 
debts," he explains. 


Technically, Mugalian is a Democrat, 


but in his two years in the Illinois House 
of Representatives he says he has dem- 
onstrated he is more concerned with is- 
sues than party labels 


"I see no legislative problem or state 


goal that is necessarily definable in 
terms of party politics. Party issues 
arise only because party leaders make 
them," says Mugalian. 


MUGALIAN SAYS he would go as far 


as to vote for a Republican Speaker of 
the House if it would help depoliticize the 
position 
and suggests Rep. 
Eugene 


Sehhckman, R-Arlmgton Heights, might 
be a good candidate. 


"Either we have 177 legislators who all 


participate in the legislative process or 
we have a legislature of two people — a 
Republican and a Democrat," he contin- 
ues 


"I just can't understand straight party 


voting," he said, referring to his own 
record. "We have got to get out of the 
trap of party labels if we are going to 
make any progress." 


Mugalian's non-partisan voting record 


last year earned him the distinction of 
being named as one of the "best legisla- 
tors of 1973" by the Independent Voters 
of Illinois. He realizes IVI's endorsement 
may not win him many > votes in the 
heavily Republcan 2nd Legislative Dis- 
trict, but he is hopeful voters will reelect

him to one of three seats in the district. 


MUGALIAN SEES no conflict with his 


dual role as state legislator and Demo- 
cratic committeeman of Palatine Town- 
ship. In fact, he feels his position as com- 
mitteeman has helped him maintain his 
independence in the legislture. 


"I have the luxury of not having to go to 


any party leaders to ask for favors," he 
explains, adding his campaigns for both 
posts are kept free of the organization 
and any support from within is on an 
independent basis. 


And there rests the problem Mugahan 


sees with the current political setup in 
other districts All legislators want to be 
mdependent.but in order to get elected 
they have to brand themselves as coer- 
cible and go along with whatever the po- 
litical bosses say, he claims. 


MUGALIAN DOESN'T see his lack of 


a strong party identity as a deterrent to 
his effectiveness in the House. 


"People know where I stand and my 


influence is based on my record and ap- 
proach," he says. During his first two 
years in the House he introduced six bills 
and was co-sponsor of 21 other bills. 


Mugalian has been aided in the draft- 


ing of bills and evaluation of others by 
three task forces concerned with land 
use, mental health and publis schools. 
Membership on the task forces comes 
from residents within the district More 
than 90 residents of the district have 
been active in the volunteers corps 


While most politicians up for reelecton 


are clamoring for tax relief, Mugalian 
candidly admits he thinks people ought 
to forget about tax relief 


"I question how much could really be 


saved (by tax relief)," said Mugalian, 
adding more money not less is needed 
for programs and services. He also said 
he 
would favor 
giving 
public 
aid 


recipients a cost of living increase before 
he voted for any tax relief measure 


MUGALIAN DOESN'T see the RTA 


proposal passing in the 2nd District on 
March 19 but thinks it will be a close 
"no" vote. Personally, he favors the bill 
althouh he had not formed an opinion 
when the house voted on the RTA bill 
and his vote is recorded as "present." 


"I think the present bill is better than I 


thought at first, and it is something we 
need," says Mugalian. After carefully re- 
viewing the bill the benfits appear to out- 
weigh the disadvantages, he adds.

Storage man cometh 


Is your house running out of room? Dave's got 


an idea that may be answer to space shortage

If your neighbor Isn't talking to you 


because you have a behemoth camper 
parked in your driveway and he thinks it 
is ugly out there. 


K you tend to agree with him. 
If you have lawn equipment, assorted 


junk and out of season clothes taking up 
space in your house where you'd like to 
put a pool table... 


DAVE FAESTEL might have the an- 


swer to your problem. 


For the house over run with so much 


hobby equipment that .the livingroom is 
furnished with a work bench and a sew- 
ing table, Faestel might have an alterna- 
tive. 


And. the traveling salesman storing his 


widget samples in the baby's nursery 
might be able to get them out of there if 
the local entrepreneur sees his plant be- 
come reality, 


Faestel, 29, lives in Hoffman Estates 


and wants to build a warehouse-type 
building where people In the surrounding 
area can rent space cheap to store things 
when they don't need them. 


The 48.000-square-foot building, pro- 


posed at the Harrington Square Park for 
Industry, Barrington and. Hassell roads, 
is now up for consideration by the vil- 
lage's zoning board. 


FAESTEL SAID there will be closed 


off areas, between 5-by-iO and 20-by-30 
feet, available at costs now anticipated 
at 10 to 20 cents per square-foot per 
month. 


People renting the space will lease it 


on a one-month, six-month or one-year 
basis. Each area will be enclosed with 
ribbed steel siding. The renter will have 
his own key to the locker area and will 
have access between 7 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
each day. There will also be 24-hour se- 
curity. 


The "self-storage facility" was suc- 


cessfully Initiated in the southwest sec- 
tion of the country and has since spread 
across the land, said Faestel. 


They are operating or under construc- 


tion in 75 locations throughout the United 
States, he added. 


He personally plans five locations in 


the Chicago Metropolitan area and says 
there Is another firm planning a self-stor- 
age facility in the northern suburbs. 


WILL HE BE A success? To indicate 


he knows whit he is doing, Faestel says 
he has four years experience in real es- 
tate sales and management during which 
he did $76 million in business. 


Automobiles, furniture, boats, snow- 


mobiles, camping equipment, business 
records, and small business inventories 
are just a few of the items he lists as 
acceptable for storage at the place he 
plans to build. 


Space has been rented in facilities 


of this type as meeting area for Scout 
groups too, he added. 


Anything combustable, explosives and 


unlawful items will be prohibited, he em- 
phasized. 


FAESTEL SAID the self-storage build- 


Ing will be an asset because 'it cleans up 
the community." There isn't a need for 
people to cover the open space around 
their house or apartment with sheds and 
vehicles, the whole area can become more 
attractive, he said. 


"And the cost is lower than anyone 


else can provide," he said about alterna- 
tives . . . buying storage sheds from 
Sears, building an addition onto the 
house, or using storage space available 
from moving van lines. 


Officials in the village are looking for a 


zoning category under which the self- 
storage facility can be classified. 


"It doesn't exist," Bob Valentino, zon- 


ing board chairman said this week. Offi- 
cials also want to see marketing data 
showing the proposal will be successful. 


ANOTHER CONCERN is the limited 


amount of space in Hoffman Estates 
zoned for industry. Officials want to 
know what advantages the storage facil- 
ity will bring compared to the tax dollars 
and jobs manufacturing businesses pro- 
vide. 
"Faestel is researching these questions 
further and will report March 19, when 
the zoning board continues its hearing at 
8 p.m. in the municipal building, 1200 N.

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Arson probe opens 
$5,000 fire damages home 
12 hours after family moves

Less! than 12 hours after Nick Hasan 


lacked the door of his Sehaumburg home 
for the last time Wednesday afternoon, 
the split-level at 627 Balboa Ct. was gut- 
ted by fire. 


Schaumburg police and fire officials 


estimate damage at about $5,000. An ar- 
son investigation is in progress, based on 
the discovery of three empty lighter fluid 
cans at the fire scene, said Police Chief 
Martin J. Conroy. 


Hasan, and neighbors think the fire 


may have been set by someone who ob- 
jects to the family soon scheduled to take 
occupancy. 


"I TOLD THE neighbors the house had 


been sold to a black family and (hey 
comforted me more than I did them," 
said Hasan, who told of a farewell party 
neighbors hosted for his family Sunday. 


He said thab the sale has not been 


closed since the buyer is waiting for 
mortgage approval. 


"I'm sorry for society. Insurance will 


cover the house but what will protect us 


from sick people who would do a thing 
like this," he remarked. 


Ellen Askrens, his next door neighbor, 


said she can't believe what happened. "I 
was sorry to see Hasans leave, but we 
were looking forward to the new people," 
she said, expressing concern for what 
"the new owners must think." 


MRS. ASKRENS SAID her young son 


is frequently hospitalized "and right now 
he believes all Negroes are nurses. I 
hoped he would have a chance to learn 
better," she said. 


But Mrs. Askrens told of hearing a 


noise in her backyard about 11:30 p.m. 
Wednesday. On checking she discovered 
nothing. 


At about 2 a.m., she said, she was 


awakened by what she thought was "the 
odor of smoke." But again, a check of 
her house and a glance out the window 
toward the Hasan house produced noth- 
ing. 


"I found out how wrong I had been 


when fire sirens awakened us," she said. 


CAROLYN HALL described the fire as 


"terrible." She, too, said she was looking 
forward to meeting the "new neighbors 
and getting to know them just as any 
other couple." 


Mrs. Hall does not consider her neigh- 


borhood "unsafe" but said she "might 
change her mind if we ever decide to 
sell." 


ANOTHER NEIGHBOR, Joyce DeVita, 


thinks the fire was a "shame" but says 
she had no unsusual feelings about pros- 
pective black neighbors 
though she 


claims "it would be preferable to see the 
area remain all white." 


Conroy is not convinced the fire was a 


result of "racial tension.1' "Schaumburg 
has been an integrated community for at 
least 12 years now and we have never 
had any problems," he said. 


Conroy emphasized the detective bu- 


reau is following up a number of "leads 
and other information" which have been 
obtained. 


The report of a state fire marshal who 


visited the fire scene late yesterday is 
expected within several days, he said. 


Youths want truth 


They reject the 'textbook approach' to drugs

Yoongsters in the local schools want

abuse is still relatively new to educators. 
"It's a new bag for education," said Dr. 
Donald Klein, assistant superintendent of 
schools in Cook County. "It's not like 
teaching math, not like teaching his- 
tory." 


Youngsters from schools in Schaum- 


hurg Township School Dist. 54 and the 
neighboring high schools objected strenu- 
ously to having a gym teacher teach 
aboiit drugs In health classes, They 
pointed out that the teacher probably did 
not know more than the students until he 
read the required textbook, 


AND THE SCARE tactics still used in 


Instilling a fear of drugs makes the stu- 
dents laugh because they know from ex- 
perience or a friend's word that the 
drugs are not as bad as portrayed in 
films or books, they said. 


The police consultants at the high 


schools think the days of scare tactics 
are over, They maintained that drug edu- 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Con- 


roy wants to expand the police consultant 
program at the junior high school level. 


Conroy said more rapport with the po- 


lice department concerning drugs and 
other matters could be established if an 
arrangement could be made with School 
Dist. 54 similar to one with High School 
Dist. 211. 


Dist. 54 only hires a policeman for 20 


hours a week to serve as truant officer 
and police consultant for four junior high 
schools. Conroy said he would like to see 
a full-time man added to the role, 


CONROY SAID there are some diffi- 


culties in dealing with seventh and eighth 
graders. He added that police can't legal- 
ly go into a school and talk to a student 
and that cooperation does not come from 
students at that level of schooling. 


cation must be on a realistic level. 


"Kids can tear apart people on drug 


technology. No one knows more about 
the terminology of drugs," said Michael 
Mulcahy, police consultant at Conant 
High school. "But I think part of the prob 
lem with the kids is that they don't see 
the end result of it." 


In Dist. 54, two weeks- worth of drug 


education is given in seventh and eighth 
grades, but how the education is pre- 
sented 
depends 
upon the Individual 


teacher. 


The Cook County Superintendent of 


Schools office has set up a curriculum 
that would cover drugs extensively from 
kindergarten through the senior year in 
high school. The curriculum is available 
in book form. 


YOUNGSTERS SAID it might be a 


The youth officer is Terry McGraw. He 


said, "I can't tell them (students) if it's 
(drugs) good or bad. All I can tell them 
is that it is against the law." 


The Dist. 54 program is a smaller ver- 


sion of the Dist. 211 plan, which was 
modeled after a program in Flint, Mich. 


At the high schools, police consultants 


not only look into drug incidents, but 
locker thefts and vandalism. They give 
drug talks to classes or teachers, or traf- 
fic lectures to driver's education classes. 
Michael Mulcahy, consultant at Conant 
High School, with the help of a teacher 
has established a popular Law and the 
Individual course at Conant. 


STUDENTS SAID the consultants were 


nice guys from whom drug activities are 
hidden. The consultants admitted that

Storage man cometh 


Is your house running out of room? Dave's got 


an idea that may be answer to space shortage

If your neighbor Isn't talking to you 


because you have a behemoth camper 
parked In your driveway and he thinks it 
is ugly out there. 


If you tend to agree with him. 
If you have lawn equipment, assorted 


junk and out of season clothes taking up 
space In your house where you'd like to 
put a pool table .. 


DAVE FAEStEL might have the an- 


swer to your problem. 


For the house over run with so much 


hobby equipment that the livlngroom is 
furnished with a work bench and a sew- 
ing table, Faestel might have an alterna- 
tive. 


And, the traveling salesman storing his 


widget samples in the baby's nursery 
might be able to get them out of there if 
the local entrepreneur sees his plans be- 
come reality. 


Faestel. 29, lives in Hoffman Estates 


and wants to bultd a warehouse-type 
building where people in the surrounding 
area can rent space cheap to store things 
when they don't need them. 


The 46,000-square-foot building, pro- 


posed at the Harrington Square Park for 
Industry, Harrington and Hassell roads, 
is now up for consideration by the vil- 
lage's zoning board, 


FAESTEL SAID there will be closed 


off areas, between 5-by-10 and 20-by-30 
feet, available at costs now anticipated 
at 10 to 20 cents per square-foot per 
month 


People renting the space will lease It 


on a one-month, six-month or one-year 
basis. Each area will be enclosed with 
ribbed steel siding The renter will have 
his own key to the locker area and will 
have access between 7 a.m. and 9 p m . 
each day. There will also be 24-hour se- 
curity. 


The "self-storage facility" was suc- 


cessfully initiated in the southwest sec- 
tion of the country and has since spread 
across the land, said Faestel. 


They are operating or under construc- 


tion in fa locations, throughout the United 
States, he added. 


He personally plans five locations in 


the Chicago Metropolitan area and says 
there is Another firm planning a self-stor- 
age facility in the northern suburbs. 
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WILL HE BE A success? To indicate 


he knows what he is doing, Faestel says 
he has four years, experience in real es- 
tate sales and management during which 
he did $76 million in business. 


Automobiles, furniture, boats, snow- 


mobiles, camping equipment, business 
records, and small business inventories 
are just a few of the items he lists as 
acceptable for storage at the place he 
plans to build. 


Space has been rented in facilities 


of this type as meeting area for Scout 
groups too, he added. 
* 


Anything combustable, explosives and 


unlawful items will be prohibited, he em- 
phasized. 


FAESTEL SAID the self-storage build- 


Ing will be an asset because 'it cleans up 
the community." There isn't a need for 
people to cover the open space around 
their house or apartment with sheds and 
vehicles, the whole area can become more 
attractive, he said, 


"And the cost is lower than anyone 


else can provide," he said about alterna- 
tives . . . buying storage sheds from 
Sears, building an addition onto the 
house, or using storage space available 
from moving van lines. 


Officials in the village are looking for a 


zoning category under which the self- 
storage facility can be classified 


"It doesn't exist," Bob Valentino, zon-

The system is completely internal be- 


cause each school has a psychologist and 
social worker who work with the individ- 
ual after his return to class.

Purim — a joyous, though minor holi- 


day for Jews around the work). 


It's a time for noisemakers, carnivals, 


special foods, costume parades and festi- 
vals. And it's a time for Jews to look at 
their enemies — past and present — and 
shout a resounding "so there." 


Last night and this morning, members 


of synagogues across the country listen- 
ed to the reading of the Megillah, the 
Book of Esther, which recounts how their 
ancestors 
overcame 
the anti-Semetic 


prime minister of Persia who 'tried fo 
annihilate their race. 


The story tells of Haman, the prime 


minister, 'who planned to wipe out the 
Jewish population of Persia because of 
their beliefs, and who has been cast as 
the prototype of all persecutors of Jewish 
people. The story, according to Rabbi 
Jay Karzan of Maine Township Jewish 
Congregation of Des Plaines, marks the 
first serious anti-Semetic event in his- 
tory. 


Haman drew lots, "Purim," to deter- 


mine the date on which the Jews were to 
be exterminated. Haman was toppled 
and his plot destroyed through the efforts 
of Esther, the wife of the King of Persia 
and herself a Jew, and Rabbi Mordecai, 
Esther's cousin. 


PURIM, THE last holiday «f the He- 


brew calendar year, is more than an an- 
cient tale of anti-Semetism. The Jews 
have turned the incident into a modern 
day message to the world. 


"From time immemorial Hamans have 


arisen to accomplish exactly the same 
purpose," 
said 
Rabbi Karzan. 
"All 


through 
history tyrants 
have risen 


against us only to fall in defeat while the 
Jew continues to survive. 


"Today, too, the happenings which oc- 


cur to leave the Jew victorious in his 
many encounters with extinction certain- 
ly are not coincidental. The hand of God 
is present at all times — leading us, 
guiding us against all those who rise 
against us. We hope that someday the 
people of the world will learn the example 
of Purim and its significance," he said.

Unspoiled prairie awaits spring 


'Friends' hope to preserve living memorial to history

It doesn't look like much right now. 


The winds of winter have roared 
across the 30-acre patch of ground 
southwest of the Northwest Highway 
S-curve leaving a dormant field. 
. 


But as the weather warms, the na- 


tive grasses and flowers will begin to 
bloom, the dull brown deadness of 
winter will depart and a life will re- 
turn. 


Amidst the warehouses, railroad 


tracks and hub-bub of urbanized Des 
Plaines exists this anonymous tract 
which may be one of the few virgin 
prairies left in the state. 


Experts believe the land was never 


developed or even used extensively 
for grazing. <It has not felt the cold 
steel 
shudder 
of 
a 
plowshare 


for at least 100 years. But during the 
past year, the prairie's owner, the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. has 
been using the area as a dumping 
ground, possibly not recognizing the 
uniqueness of the land. 


THE PRAIRIE has some friends 


— some who marvel at the natural 
phenomena and the bountiful bo- 
nanza of wild plants and grasses, and 
others who are satisfied to stroll 
along picking the wild strawberries 
and asparagus that abounds. 


There are youngsters content to 


trail 
along 
behind 
their 
parents 


speaking words of amazement as a 
.pheasant pops from behind a clump 
of tall grass and scurries away. 


There are also more scientifically- 


minded adults who find enjoyment in 
finding a new species of plant out 
there. 


•i Some fear the continued dumping 
might end all this. They worry that 


the slice of Illinois natural history 
could be lost to future generations. 


At least 
two 
of the prairie's 


friends, Roger Matteson and James 
Androff, two neighbors from Orchard 
Court, have renewed hopes of saving 
the land for the future. They have 
worked for the past eight years to 
obtain 
official 
recognition 
and a 


pledge of preservation for the land. • 


While some state agencies who 


deal with conservation 
and open 


space believe the tract is unique, 
they also note some problems in de- 
veloping a comprehensive program. 


THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists. 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of steel and 
junk started about a year ago, some 
of the prairie's friends thought the 
end was near. 


"I'd just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
droff, professor of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola. 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought to the effort to save the 
prairie. Androff will meet with mem 
bers of the Des Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and its preservation as part of the 
city's celebration 
of the 
nation's 


200th birthday. 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lems of accessibility can be worked 
out. So does Wayne Schimpff, direc- 
tor of environmental education for 
the Open Lands Project. 


1 Schimpff indicated that the prairie 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreation for local residents. 


It is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Schimpff describe 
the land. 


What might look like a parcel of 


untended weeds which would not 
even make a good ball field, actually 
contains much history. 


ILLINOIS, AS it's nickname re- 


veals once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 


When the Open .Lands Project, a 


non-governmental, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, surveys showed there were 
only a few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the whole state. 


Public support has grown, most no- 


tably to save the Peacock Prairie in 
Glen view, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines" prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 
grasses. 


"We might be able to fence it off to 


protect and set up educational sta- 
tions so that people could learn a 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several different 
types of prairie land. There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there. 


"It is just beautiful because there 


is something different there every 
few weeks," he said. 


"The place is a virtual garden of 


wild flowers and plants in the spring 
and summer and the wild fruit and 
vegetables that grow there are beau- 
tiful" he said. 


"We have been trained to like 


manicured lawns and parks, but 
there is nothing more aesthetic than 
a prairie," Androff added. 


But the land • might vanish below 


loads of trash. 


R. B. TAYLOR, general sales man- 


ager of the C & N.W/real estate divi- 
sion, said he could see problems with 
allowing people to wander through 
the area. 


"We have a lot of railroad oper- 


ations, in addition to the power lines 
that run above the property," he 
said. 
However, he did not completely 
rule out the possibility of preserving 
the prairie. 


"We are always willing to talk, we 


have worked with other groups on 
projects such as this in the past," he 
said. 


The problems that surround the 


possibility of keeping this slice of Illi- 
nois history open to the future gener- 
ations might be too great. 


Androff and Matteson believe it 


can be accomplished if the public be- 
comes interested. 


"It would be sad to lose this land, 


there is too much beauty," Androff 
remarked while looking through a 
slide taken some years ago of the 
land in full bloom. 


"It would be sad." 


Builder to cut density if annexation suit dropped 


Property owner Arnold Liebling has of- 


fered to cut the density of his proposed 
40-acre 
multi-family development 
if 


Prospect Heights opponents agree to 
drop a suit challenging the annexation of 
the property to Wheeling. 


According to Assistant State's Atty. 


Paul P. Biehel Jr., Liebling has offered 
to build apai tments on only half of the 40 
acres and single-family homes bn the 
other 20 arres. The property, located 
near the northeast corner of Wheeling 
and Camp McDonald roads, has all been 
zoned for apartments by the Village of 
Wheeling. 


Biebel also said Liebling would, as 


much as possible, locate the single-fami- 
ly houses closest to nearby Prospect 


Heights property. 


Liebling's offer probably will not be ac- 


cepted as opponents of the project have 
already obtained a court ruling that .the 
annexation of the property to Wheeling 
was improper and therefore void. With- 
out any appeals, the only thing left for 
the courts to decide is whether the objec- 
tion of the Prospect Heights residents 
was filed too late. An April 19 court date 
has been set for that opinion. 


R. P. BELTRAN, chairman of the 


Wheeling Road Zoning Committee'which 
originally filed the suit, yesterday said 
he had only heard rumors of an offer 
from Liebling. He added that until he 
heard officially concerning an offer, he 
would not comment. 


Beltran said his group would probably 


send a representative to a meeting later 
this month as proposed by Biebel. Biebel 
has suggested a meeting on either March 
14 or 21 "to ascertain whether or not 
some compromise can be reached." 


When asked, Biebel said he felt it 


would only be fair for Liebling's offered 


compromise to be considered by all con- 
cerned. Biebel said he expected a ruling 
in favor of the objectors on the question 
of whether the objection was filed late, 
but he could not be certain as a fourth 
judge has acquired the case. The other 
three judges were either transferred or 
promoted.

Despite law, 
bars still 
offer women 
free booze

Ladles, drink while you can. The flow 


or free liquor is about.to dry up, but for 
now. singles bars In the Northwest sub- 
urbs are still sticking by the alcoholic 
magnet to draw women to their estab- 
lishments, particularly on "slow" nights. 


Most tavern owners who sponsor spe- 


cial "Ladles' Nights" of free or reduced- 
price drinks say they're waiting for offi- 
cial word before turning off the tap to 
women. 


A Chicago federal court ruled last 


week that the practice of serving re- 
duced-price drinks to women on certain 
days of the week is discriminatory. Two 
Chicago bars, Jeremiah's and Cbia'm Inc. 
were cited in the ruling. The decision is 
expected to affect other bars as well. But 
as far as the patrons are concerned, 
there are few gripes about the free-drink 
policy and business is going on as usual. 


FROM BOTH SIDES of the sexual 


fence, most bar patrons say they like the 
idea of ladies' nights. Men believe It 
evens out the crowd by adding more 
women to the traditionally man-heavy 
scene. And women, of course, like the 
free booze. 


"The men probably drink enough to 


make up for the girls' free drinks. I like 
the system," said 19-year-old Janet An- 
derson as she and her girlfriend sipped 
on free beers at Haymaker's in Palatine. 


Another Haymaker's patron, Karen 


Rowbottom. chimed in, "I'm not really 
into this Women's Lib thing. I think it is 
nice." 


It was still early In the evening at Hay- 


maker's, and girls outnumbered guys 
during the free-drink period of 8 to 9:30 
p.m. Tuesday. Later, the rooms would 
grow crowded as a band hammered Its 
beat into the smoky air. But for now, the 
bar was nearly empty, with only clusters 
of men and women eyeing each other, 
waiting for somebody to make a move.

More soil tests loom 
for Maryville Academy

is buildabte," Knocke said. 


District officials negotiated shifting the 


site further to the east with the owners of 
the property, the Chicago Archdiocese. 
The shift was sought in order to put the 
five-sere parcel in an area of the least 
amount of landfill, which would offer a 
better foundation for construction. 


THE SITE SHIFT was made after soil 


tests commissioned by the school board 
revealed the land in the southeast section 
of the areu was composed of less cinder- 
fill than the area in the northwest sec- 
tion. 


These results countered findings made 


by the original soil testers, Allied Soil 
Mechanics Co. of Naperville, which 
found land in the area to be composed of 
an excessive amount oE clnderfill. 


The school board said the difference in 


the two findings came about because the 
original soil tests were made directly 
over the Feehanville Ditch, which is an 
area of much landfill. The area southeast 
of the ditch contains less fill. 


The results of the first tests were used 


by the ICDB to rule the site unacceptable 
for building. However, after reviewing 
the second tests, conducted by Testing 
Services Corp. of Wheaton, Knocke said 
the ICDB would review its decision. 


Knocke has said that based on the sec- 


ond set of tests, it is "quite possible" the 
ICDB will allow construction of the 
school at the site. It Is believed that 
Knocke's visit to Maryville yesterday is 
an indication the site may yet be found 
acceptable if tests to be taken confirm 
the results of Testing Services Corp. find- 
ings. 


KNOCKE SPECULATED that it would 


take two weeks to a month before any 
definite decision is made on the Mary- 
ville site. "It's logical for us to try to 
move as quickly as possible but that's a 
nebulous term," Knocke said.

Ladies, drink while you can. The flow 


of free iiquor is about to dry up, but for 
now, singles bars In the Northwest sub- 
urbs are still sticking by the alcoholic 
magnet to draw women to their estab- 
lishments, particularly on "slow" nights. 


Most tavern owners who sponsor spe- 


cial "Ladles' Nights" of free or reduced- 
price drinks say they're waiting for offi- 
cial word before turning off the tap to 
women. 


A Chicago federal court ruled last 


week that the practice of serving re- 
duced-price drinks to women on certain 
days of the week is discriminatory. Two 
Chicago bars, Jeremiah's and Chiam Inc. 
were cited in the ruling. The decision is 
expected to affect other bars as well. But 
as far as the patrons are concerned, 
there are few gripes about the free-drink 
policy and business is going on as usual. 


FROM BOTH SIDES of the sexual 


fence, most bar patrons say they like the 
Idea of ladles' nights. Men believe It 
evens out the crowd by adding more 
women to the traditionally man-heavy 
scene. And women, of course, like the 
free booze

the system," said 19-year-old Janet An- 
derson as she and her girlfriend sipped 
on free beers at Haymaker's In Palatine.

Unspoiled prairie aivaits spring 


'Friends' hope to preserve living memorial to history 


by STEVE BROWN 


It doesn't look like much right now. 


The winds of winter have roared 
across the 30-acre patch of ground 
southwest of the Northwest Highway 
S-curve leaving a dormant field 


But as the weather warms, the na- 


tive passes and flowers will begin to 
bloom, the dull brown deadness of 
winter will depart and a life will re- 
turn. 


Amidst the warehouses, railroad 


tracks and hub-bub of urbanized Des 
Plaines exists this anonymous tract 
which may be one of the few virgin 
prairies left in the state. 


Experts believe the land was never 


developed or even used extensively 
for grazing, It has not felt the cold 
steel 
shudder 
of 
a 
plowshare 


for at least 100 years. But during the 
past year, the prairie's owner, the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. has 
been using the area as a dumping 
ground, possibly not recognizing the 
uniqueness of the land. 


THE PRAIRIE has some friends 


— some who marvel at the natural 
phenomena and the bountiful bo- 
nanza of wild plants and grasses, and 
others who are satisfied to stroll 
along picking the wild strawberries 
and asparagus that abounds. 


There are youngsters content to 


trait 
along 
behind 
their 
parents 


speaking words of amazement as a 
pheasant pops from behind a clump 
of tall grass and scurries away. 


There are also more scientilically- 


minded adults who find enjoyment in 
finding a new species of plant out 
thete 


Some fear the continued dumping 


might end all this. They worry that 
the slice of Illinois natural history 
could be lost to future generations. 


At least 
two 
of 
the praine's 


friends, Roger Matteson and James 
Androff, two neighbors from Orchard 
Court, have renewed hopes of saving 
the land for the future. They have 
worked for the past eight years to 
obtain official recognition 
and a 


pledge of preservation for the land. 


While some state agencies who 


deal with conservation and open 
space believe the tract is unique, 
they also note some problems in de- 
veloping a comprehensive program. 


THE PRAIRIE IS ringed by rail- 


road tracks which tend to lessen the 
accessibility. But those tracks may 
be one of the key reasons the prairie 
still exists. 


When the dumping of broken con- 


crete, twisted pieces of steel and 
junk started about a year ago, some 
of the praine's friends thought the 
end was near. 


"I'd just resigned myself to think- 


ing it could all be ending," said An- 
drotf, professor of science and biology 
at Niles College of Loyola. 


However, a glimmer of hope has 


been brought to the effort to save the 
prairie. Androff will meet with mem 
bers of the Des Plaines Bicentennial 
Commission Sunday in hopes of per- 
suading them to adopt the prairie 
and its preservation as part of the 
city's celebration 
of 
the 
nation's 


200th birthday. 


ANDROFF BELIEVES the prob- 


lems of accessibility can be worked 
out. So does Wayne Schimpff, direc- 
tor of environmental education for 
the Open Lands Project. 


Schimpff indicated that the prairie 


could be used for national science 
education classes as well as passive 
recreation for local residents. 


It is not hard to imagine the beau- 


ty of the prairie, even in winter, 
when Androff and Schimpff describe 
the land 


What might look like a paicel of 


untended weeds which would not 
even make a good ball field, actually 
contains much history. 


ILLINOIS, AS its nickname re- 


veals once was a prairie state, but 
mechanization and the development 
of the cities has taken much of that 
away. 


When the Open Lands Project, a 


non-governmental, privately funded 
endeavor, got under way a few years 
ago, surveys showed there were 
only a few acres of virgin prairie 
land left in the whole state, 


Public support has grown, most no- 


tably to save the Peacock Prairie in 
Glenview, and an interest increased 
toward developing new prairie areas 
like the prairie at the Morton Arbore- 
tum in Lisle. 


Androff said that during his jour- 


neys through the Des Plaines prairie, 
he has found from 40 to 50 types of 
plants and another dozen varieties of 
grasses. 


"We might be able to fence it off to 


protect and set up educational sta- 
tions so that people could learn a 
little about the types of plants and 
grasses that exist there," Androff ex- 
plained. 


HE BELIEVES the land holds the 


characteristics of several different 
types of prairie land There are wet- 
lands plants and tall grass there. 


"It is just beautiful because there 


is sometlung different there every 
few weeks," he said 


"The place is a virtual garden of 


wild flowers and plants in the spring 
and summer and the wild fruit and 
vegetables that grow there are beau- 
tiful" he said. 


"We have been trained to like 


manicured lawns and parks, but 
there is nothing more aesthetic than 
a prairie," Androff added. 


But the land might vanish below 


loads of trash. 


R. B. TAYLOR, general sales man- 


ager of the C & N.W. real estate divi- 
sion, said he could see problems with 
allowing people to wander through 
the area 


"We have a lot of railroad oper- 


ations, in addition to the power lines 
that run above the property," he 
said. 
However, he did not completely 
rule out the possibility of preserving 
the prairie. 


"We are always willing to talk, we 


have worked with other groups on 
projects such as tlu's in the past," he 
said. 


The problems that surround the 


possibib'ty of keeping this slice of Illi- 
nois history open to the future gener- 
ations might be too great. 


Androff and Matteson believe it 


can be accomplished if the public be- 
comes interested. 


"It would be sad to lose this land, 


there is too much beauty," Androff 
remarked while looking through a 
slide taken some years ago of the 
land in full bloom 


"It would be sad."

High schools weigh boundary switch

The boundaries of Forest View and 
Hersey high schools, both in Arlington 
Heights, will be changed next year if a 
recommendation from the High School 
Diit 214 administration is approved by 
the board of education Monday. 


Dist 214 officials are asking that For- 


est View students living in Mount Pros- 
pect Elementary School Dist. 57 be 
moved to Prospect High School and Ker- 
sey students living in Wheeling Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 21 be niBved to 
Wheeling High School. 


Neither change would affect students 


from Arlington Heights exsept those liv- 
ing in the Dana Point apartment com- 
plex on Central Road. 


The change in boundaries would be ef- 


fective next September but'officials have 
asked the 'board to give students the op- 
tion of staying in their original school. 
All students now attending Forest View 
or Hersey would have the option of stay- 
ing there until graduation, next year's in- 
coming freshmen would have the same 


option and so would students whose older 
brothers or sisters attend the original 
school. Free bus transportation will be 
provided by the district for students who 
decide to stay m their original school. 


DIST. 214 OFFICIALS originally pro- 


posed a boundary change to relieve over- 
crowding at Forest View High. All Dist. 
214 schools are designed for 2,500 stu- 
dents except Hersey which has a capac- 
ity of 2,750 Enrollment next year at For- 
est View is expected to be 2,915 and pro- 
jections show the enrollment will peak in 
1977 with 3,320. 


If the boundary changes are not made 


Hersey will have 2,790 students next 
year, Prospect will have 2,395 and 
Wheeling will have 1,960. Dist. 214 offi- 
cials have now decided to change the 
boundaries for Wheeling 
and Hersey 


High Schools to balance enrollment 
there. Wheeling's enrollment is tower 
than the other schools because the area 
has a large number of apartment units 
which have not generated as many high 


school students as school officials antici- 
pated 


The boundary change would remove 


students from Forest View and Hersey 
and place them in Prospect and Wheel- 
ing The Dist. 57 area affected by the 
change generates about 110 high school 
students per year and the Dist. 21 area 
generates about 100 students per year. 


The Dist. 214 board moved its meeting 


Monday at 8 p.m from the board room 
to the Prospect High School auditorium 
so parents can attend the meeting and 
express their views on the recommended 
changes.
